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DIRECTOR'S REPORT 

Those of our members who have taken the time, 
even though it be for only a ciu'sory historical glimpse 
of that part of America with which the work of our 
Society is most intimately associated, must have been 
impressed with its richness, both from the historic as 
well as its romantic side. 

True there are other sections of the United States 
whose history antedates that of the Old Northwest, 
but where is there any that is more thrilling in its 
historic settings? Nearly two hundred years had 
elapsed from the time of the discovery of America 
before the hardy explorers penetrated the vast forests 
of the rich lands bordering the Mississippi and Ohio 
Rivers. 

A few months ago when it was my pleasure to have 
in my hands for exammation the manuscript writings 
of Father Marquette which are carefully preserved in 
the archives of the Jesuit College at Montreal, I could 
not but ponder how meagerly, even with his farsighted 
vision, could he have pictiu'ed to himself the futiu'e 
value of the land into which he was so zealously and 
with greatest difficulties pushing the Cross of his Mas- 
ter — of the vast struggles lasting for years, between 
two of the greatest European nations, England and 
France, for supremacy over this wonderfully fertile 
territory— of the alliances formed with the Indians 
and the bloodshed resulting therefrom — of the cities 
teeming w^th wealth and pulsatmg with their dense 
populations, that would rise from the then trackless 
forests. 

Marquette and LaSalle were followed by others 
just as hardy and venturesome, and how interesting 
are the records left by Marquette, Hennepin, Gravier, 
and others, who confined their expeditions largely to 
the broad waters of the Mississippi. They were soon 
followed by others who pushed up the Ohio and the 
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other tributaries of the Mississippi. Soon the hardy 
settlers of French stock settled in Indiana and Illinois. 
Neariy seventy-five years later came the English. 
Stirring events then followed in rapid succession, the 
explorations of Christopher Gist (who had been ap- 
pointed by Virginia as the surveyor of her Ohio lands) 
late in the fall of 1750 up the Ohio, and his recommenda- 
tion that the English establish a trading post at an 
Indian village about fifty miles north of the present 
location of Dayton; the building by the French of Fort 
Duquesne on the present site of Pittsburgh; the ill- 
timed and fatal expedition of General Braddock 
against Fort Duquesne; later its abandonement and 
destruction, and the erection of Fort Pitt by the Eng- 
lish on the same site; the coming on the one hand into 
Ohio of the hardy settlers from New England, who 
had purchased land through the Ohio Land Company, 
and a little later of The Connecticut Land Company; 
the northward movement of the sturdy Virginians into 
Kentucky and later into Ohio, they in many cases 
having received grants of land, in the southern part of 
Ohio, which Virginia had retained in ceding certain 
rights to the Confederation. 

All these events, so briefly noted in this foreword, 
fairly teem with historic and vital interest, and it was 
for the purpose of gathering this material and pre- 
serving it for generations still imborn that our Society 
was formed. It was with a concrete knowledge of the 
future demands that the founders of this organization 
worked, and our patrons and members have contri- 
buted. Of the charter members all have passed away 
and from year to year we have had to note in our an- 
nual report the passing of one or more of these friends 
of the work. This year is no exception and although 
some sixty new members have been gained, yet from 
the list of patrons and life members the call has come for 
several, all of whom we shall miss. From the Patrons 
and Life members we lose — ^Miss Sarah L. Andrews, 
Mr. Ohio C. Barber, Mr. A. S. Chisholm, Mr. J. H. 
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Dempsey, Mr, W. L. Harkness, Mrs. P. M, Hitchcock, 
Mr. Lyman H. Treadway, Mr. Rollin C. White, and 
among the annual members the death toll includes 
Mr. T. H. Brooks, Mr. T. W. Bumham, Mr. S. W.Crox- 
ton, Mr. J. H. Johnson, Mrs. Jeanette P. Kinney, Mr. 
Frank S. Masten, Mr. Amasa Stone Mather, Mr.

Smith and Mr. F. A. Sterling. 

NECROLOGY 

Sarah L. Andrews 

Miss Sarah L. Andrews was bom in Cleveland, Ohio, 
May 27th, 1839. The early years of her girlhood were 
spent in a little home at the corner of Superior and East 
9th St., upon the site now occupied by the Olmstead 
Hotel. From there the family moved to old Hunting- 
ton Street, now East 18th, where Miss Andrews lived 
until 1910. 

Upon her graduation she took up teaching which 
became her life work and to which she devoted fifty-two 
years; teaching first in Brownell School, afterward 
with Miss Guilford, of Guilford Hall, and Professor 
Bridgman, who later severed their connection with the 
Academy, whereupon Miss Andrews took over the 
school which was known as the Cleveland Academy, 
and of which she was Principal imtil its dissolution in 
1910. Many of Cleveland's most prominent citizens 
of today learned their "three R's at the old "C. A.** 

Early in her life Miss Andrews found time outside 
of her teaching to organize a sewing school of about 
one hundred needy little children in her neighborhood. 
This was one of the first schools of its kind in the city, 
and in it no line of race or color was ever drawn, but 
black and white, Jew and Gentile, together shared 
in the sunshine of the love of her great heart. 

Miss Andrews was a life member of the Western 
Reserve Historical Society and with her co-worker 
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Miss L, T. Guilford for years was regular in her 
attendance at all meetings of the Society, 

She was a prominent temperance worker in the 
days of the Temperance Crusade. 

The Bible was always given the most prominent 
place in her life, and at the time of her death she was 
teaching not less than eight bible classes a week. 
For over forty years Miss Andrews went regularly 
each week to the Y. W. C. A. Retreat on St. Clair 
Avenue and held services with the girls there. For 
many years her Sunday afternoons each week were 
spent at the West Side Training Home for Friendless 
Girls, on Franklin Avenue, where she taught the Bible 
to about forty little girls. 

One of her best loved classes was the large Wed- 
nesday night class at the Bell Telephone Exchange, 
where she had been for seventeen years. 

A work very close to her heart was the Mother's 
Conference, which was held every Tuesday afternoon 
at the Euclid Avenue Baptist Church, and in which 
one hundred and forty mothers were enrolled. 

She was for fifty years a member of the old Euclid 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, until it moved out to 
the East End, when she withdrew her membership, 
and united with the Euclid Avenue Baptist Church, 
because she believed her work was down town, and 
was on her way to service there March 18th, 1940, 
when she met with the fatal street car accident which 
caused her death, March 23, 1920. 

No more fitting epitaph could be given her than 
in the words expressed by her pastor. Dr. Bustard, 
at her fimeral service, "With the death of Miss Andrews 
Cleveland lost its greatest spiritual asset.'* 

Ohio Columbus Barber 

February 4th, 1920 at his home in Akron, Ohio 
Columbus Barber, known world wide as the "Match 
King,*' passed away at the advanced age of seventy- 
nine, after only a few days sickness, a victim of Flu. 
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Bom in Middlebury, Ohio, now a part of Akron, April 
20, 1841, he attended the public schools of Akron, up 
to the age of fifteen. George Barber, his father, who 
came of an old Connecticut family settled and married 
in Middlebury, and started in 1847 to make the old 
fashioned splint matches by hand. His first factory was 
an old bam, and the son, Ohio, at the age of fifteen 
having completed his schooling, started out to peddle 
matches for his father. At twenty the son was taken in 
as partner in the business and on becoming of age he 
was given complete charge of it. He soon revolution- 
ized the match business, invented his own automatic 
machinery, manufactured his own chemicals, established 
a large factory for making strawboard for their boxes, 
and in a few years The Barber Match Company be- 
came one of the largest in America. 

In 1881 he took the lead in consolidating some thirty 
seven different Match Companies into one company. 
The Diamond Match Company, of which he was 
chairman of the Board of Directors at the time of his 
death; having previously given up the more active 
position of President which he held for many years. 

To attempt to enumerate all of the diflFerent enter- 
prises with which he was actively engaged, or which 
he started, would be beyond the limits of this sketch. 

In 1891 Mr. Barber founded the town of Barberton, 
eight miles from Akron, now a city of over 15,000 in- 
habitants and in this place he erected new manu- 
facturing plants and moved The Diamond Match 
Company's main plant to it. 

It was near here that, although nearly seventy 
years of age, in order to prove that farming could be 
done on a profit making basis, he bought up nine 
farms representing some 3000 acres, now known all 
over the United States in agricultural circles, as the 
Anna Dean farms, Mr. Barber having named this 
large plantation after his only daughter. Upon his 
death it was found that he had willed this farm to The 
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Western Reserve University to be used as a founda- 
tion for an Agricultural School. 

Mr. Barber was married twice, the first time to 
Miss Laura Brown on October 10, 1866, they had one 
daughter, Anna Dean Barber, who married Dr. Arthur 
Dean Bevan of Chicago. Mr. Barber's second wife 
whom he married in December, 1915, was Miss Mary 
F. Orr. She and Mrs. Bevan survive Mr. Barber. 

Thomas W. Burnham 

Thomas W. Burnham a constant friend and mem- 
ber of this Society passed away March 2, 1920 in Pasa- 
dena, California where he had gone to spend the 
winter. Mr. Burnham was bom in this city January 
22, 1844, the son of Thomas and Maria Louisa White 
Burnham, who had lived here for some years. His 
father was formerly Mayor of Ohio City, now the West 
Side. His early education was obtained in the Cleve- 
land Public Schools, and later supplemented by 
college training at tJnion University, Schenectady, 
N. Y. Upon his graduation in 1864 he returned to 
his native city and on October 6, 1869 married Miss 
Mary Kate Coll, also of Cleveland. 

Mr. Burnham was active in the banking and 
manufacturing circles of Cleveland. Was connected 
as a member of the Executive Conmiittee of the Sav- 
ings and Trust Company from 1901, and later in the 
same position with the Citizens Savings and Trust 
Company. He was also Director and Chairman of 
the Board of the National City Bank. He was Presi- 
dent of The Star Elevator Co., and The Kilby Mfg. 
Co., a Director in The Cleveland Burial Case Co., 
Cleveland Union Stock Yards Co., and F. H. Hill & 
Co., Chicago. He was a member of the Union, Uni- 
versity, Country, and Roadside Clubs of this City, 
and of the University Club of New York. 

Mr. Burnham was one of Cleveland's finest citizens, 
quiet, genial, and loved by all with whom he came in 
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contact. His advice on the boards he was connected 
with was always sought because it was soon discovered 
that his insight into trying situations was most clear 
and his counsel when asked for was wise and safe. 
Mr. Bumham represented Cleveland's citizenship in 
its highest form and his going was a loss not only to 
the various enterprises he was connected with but also 
to a host of friends. 

Mr. Bumham is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
J. Prescott Burton, and Mrs. G. W. Grandin, Mrs. 
Bumham having passed away February 8, 1913. 

Alvah S. Chisholm 

On August 20, 1919, while playing at tennis, Mr. 
Alvah S. Chisholm, a patron and for some eight years, 
the Treasurer of our Society, was stricken with heart 
trouble and almost instantly passed away. The son 
of William Chisholm and Mary (Stone) Chisholm, he 
was born in Chicago, 111., November 13, 1871. 

His father, William Chisholm, in 1863, as a young 
man of twenty, moved to Chicago from Cleveland 
and there he met and married Mary Henrietta Stone, 
Sept. 22, 1864. When their son was about eight 
years of age his parents moved again to Cleveland, 
where his father took up active work as Vice President 
of the old Cleveland Rolling Mills. The boy received 
his early education in the schools of Cleveland and took 
his college training at Yale University, graduating 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in the class of 
1893. After some time spent in a tour around the 
world, Mr. Chisholm returned to the old home town 
and entered the business with which his grandfather, 
as founder, and his father as one of its head oflScers, 
had been identified so many years. Mr. Chisholm 
desiring to know thoroughly the work he had chosen 
as a life's occupation started in the mills in Newburg, 
but later having mastered the details of the business 
was promoted to the general oflSces of the company. 
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On taking over the Cleveland Rolling Mills Com- 
pany in 1899 by the American Steel & Wire Company, 
Mr. Chisholm remained with the Company and be- 
came the assistant to the President, Mr. Wm. P. 
Palmer. 

Although the details of the Company and various 
other institutions he was active in the direction of, 
made heavy demand on his time, yet he found leisure 
to keep up his athletics, of which he was very fond, 
and to make a careful study of economics. In this 
subject he was deeply interested, and the books he 
read and placed on his library shelves showed his 
wide interest in this line of research. 

As we have stated, Mr. Chisholm was active in 
many business and philanthropic organizations. In 
banking circles he was a director of the National Bank 
of Commerce, also of the Citizens Savings and Trust 
Company. In other business corporations we find 
his name on the directory of the Newburgh and South 
Shore Railroad, the Kelly Island Lime and Transport 
Company, the Lake Erie Dock Company, the Cleve- 
land and BuflFalo Transit Co., the Pennsylvania and 
Lake Erie Dock Co., the Jackson Transit Co., and the 
Standard Land Company. 

In the various clubs of Cleveland, Mr. Chisholm 
was well known, being a member of the Union, Tavern, 
Roadside, Country, Mayfield Country, the Hunt and 
the East Cleveland Tennis Clubs. 

In philanthropic organizations his activities were 
largely centered in the Red Cross, The Associated Chari- 
ties and the Welfare Federation of Cleveland. Dur- 
ing the World War, Mr. Chisholm was especially active 
as one of the leaders in all the drives for the Liberty 
Loans, Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. campaign, and the 
War Chest. 

He was a member of Trinity Episcopal Church of 
Cleveland, in which he held the oflSce of a Vestryman 
at the time of his death. 
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In January 1913 he was elected Treasurer of The 
Western Reserve Historical Society which office he 
held at the time of his death. 

Mr. Chisholm was married November 24th, 1896 
to Miss Adele Coming of Cleveland, who survive him 
with their children William, Coming, Helen, and Mrs. 
Howard P. (Adele) Eells. 

James H. Dempsey 

When on Monday, May 3rd, 1920, the daily papers 
of Cleveland published the news that Mr. James H. 
Dempsey, known, respected and loved by so many 
Clevelanders, had been called by death, the evening 
before, it could hardly be realized, for he was at his 
oflSce the Saturday before, seemingly in good health 
and appeared that way all day Sunday until late in 
the evening, when the summons came without any 
warning. 

Mr. Dempsey was an Ohioan, having been born 
at Shelby, March 29th, 1859. Here his early edu- 
cation was received, later he prepared for college at 
the Milnor Hall Grammar Sdiool at Gambier, and 
then entered Kenyon College, graduating therefrom 
in 1882. Having determined to make law his lifers 
work, he immediately upon receiving his degree at 
Kenyon, went to Columbia University, New York to 
pursue his law studies. Determined not to lose any 
time when the summer vacation came he obtained a 
position in the law office of Estep, Dickey and Squire 
of Cleveland, which firm persuaded him to stay with 
them, and to finish his studies under Judge Estep, 
the senior member. This he did and later took his 
bar examination which he passed with credit and was 
admitted to the Ohio Bar, June 3rd, 1884. He soon 
became one of the partners in the above law firm and 
held this position until January 1, 1890, when with 
Andrew Squire and Judge W. B. Sanders he formed 
the firm of Squire, Sanders and Dempsey with which 
firm he was identified until his death. 
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Mr, Dempsey served on the Board of Trustees for 
years and was always a most ardent supporter of his 
alma mater, Kenyon College. He was also Trustee 
of the University School of this city, of Lake View 
Cemetery Association; a director of the Union Com- 
merce National Bank, the Grasselli Chemical Company, 
the Glidden Company, the Bourne-Fuller Company, 
and other Cleveland corporations, and a member of 
the University, the Cleveland Yadit, Union, and the 
Country clubs of Cleveland. 

September 24, 1885, Mr. Dempsey married Emma 
Norris Bourne, who passed away March 14, 1893, 
leaving their two sons John Bourne and Ernest Cook, 
both of whom survive their father. Later, on October 
30, 1915, he married Ada Hunt, by this marriage two 
children were bom, James H. and Isabel, who with 
their mother also remain. 

Mr. Dempsey ranked as one of Cleveland's fore- 
most lawyers.. Into his care was placed the legal 
affairs of a great many of Cleveland's leading corpor- 
ations as well as of a large number of individuals. He 
gained this trust from his fellow citizens by his con- 
scientious devotion and far sighted wisdom in looking 
after their interests. He was kind hearted and thought- 
ful to all whom he called friends, and they were many. 
Quick in forming his decisions, at times he seemed 
almost abrupt, but one had only to meet him a few 
times before that impression entirely disappeared, 
and he became an inspiration to all who came in con- 
tact with him. 

The writer of this brief sketch when he first entered 
business in Cleveland came to know Mr. Dempsey 
early in the eighteen nineties. It was the habit of 
Mr. Dempsey and his two partners as they walked 
home from their law oflSces, to frequently drop into 
the store on the Public Square and make purchases 
of books for the evening reading, and if there is any one 
place, outside of the home, that one learns the nature 
of an individual it is in a book store, for there one 
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generally shows before very many visits a great deal 
of his inner life, desires and convictions, and so it was 
with Mr, Dempsey. It was not only a pleasure 
looked forward to, but a genuine aid, those few minutes 
si>ent over the discussion of the latest book, or the 
paramount questions of the day. He was strong in 
his convictions, ardent in his politics, yet you always 
felt his judgments were not arbitrary, but the result 
of careful deliberation and thoroughly logical. 

Mr. Henderson in "Cleveland Topics" in conclud- 
ing a sketch, summed up Mr. Dempsey's character in 
the following lines, which are so true and expressive, 
we cannot rrfrain from quoting: 

"The old-fashion phrase, *His word is as good as his 
bond' was preeminently true of him, and any mean or 
self-interested project in business or in politics he ab- 
horred and denounced. A keen msight into men and 
affairs existed in him along with the simplicity and nat- 
uralness of a child. Honor, generosity, wisdom, loyalty, 
patriotism, made of him the noblest type of an Ameri- 
can, and the fact that a man of his uncompromising 
sense of honor, justice and fair dealing made an eminent 
success in life is the best tribute tothe fundamental in- 
tegrity of the America that he loved so well." 

Mr. William Lamont Harkness 

William L. Harkness a patron of this Society and a 
member of one of the earliest and most influential 
families on the Western Reserve died at his home in 
New York after a very brief sickness May 10th, 1919. 

Mr. Harkness* grandfather. Dr. David Harkness, 
was an early pioneer of Milan, Ohio, dying there as 
early as 1825, some three years after Mr. Harkness' 
father, David M. Harkness, was bom, in Sept. 1822. 
The grandmother with her son, David M. went to 
Salem, N. Y., where she later married Rev. Isaac 
Flagler in the spring of 1837, and once more moved to 
Ohio soil, this time making their home in Toledo. The 
son who had now grown to manhood moved to Bellevue 
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and entered the store of Chapman & Harkness- In 
1849 he married Isabella Harkness, daughter of Dr. 
L. G. Harkness of Bellevue, Ohio, by whom he had 
five children. Three died in infancy and the daughter 
Katie, in February, 1864, at the age of eight years. 
The one child that grew up was William Lamont, the 
subject of this sketch, who was bom at Bellevue, 
August 8th, 1858. When only a boy of eight his mother 
Isabella Harkness, a woman who won the love of all, 
by her kindness, benevolence, and her deep religious 
convictions was called by death. The son thus left 
alone with the father was sent to Cleveland to the 
Brooks School for his schooling, and later to Yale 
University from which he graduated in 1881. From 
this time to his marriage, Mr. Harkness' life was 
largely spent between Bellevue and Cleveland. On 
June 22nd, 1897, at St. Pauls Episcopal Church, Mr. 
Harkness was united in marriage to Edith Hale, the 
youngest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Hale, mem- 
bers of another of the prominent pioneer families of the 
Reserve. Mr. and Mrs. Harkness, although spending 
a great part of their time in New York and in traveling, 
always kept their home in Cleveland, to which Mrs. 
Harkness with their two children, Louise and William 
Hale, on the death of her husband has returned. Mr. 
Harkness* father, with the Rockfellers, Flaglers, and 
others, was active in the foundation of the Standard 
Oil Company, from which he reaped a very large 
fortune, estimated into the millions, and with this 
fortune to look after he retired from business on the 
death of his wife in 1864. The son William Lamont 
on the death of his father which occured Aug. 5, 1896, 
inherited this vast fortune and devoted his talents to 
its management. 

He was an enthusiastic yachtsman, a member of the 
New York Yacht Club and the Seawanka Corinthian 
Yacht Club, and the owner of the beautiful and elegantly 
equipped yacht "Gunada." He was also prominent in 
the exclusive club circles of New York and Cleveland. 
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Mrs Peter M. Hitchcock 



One of our oldest and most deeply interested life 
members, Mrs. Peter M. Hitchcock, passed away April 
ISth, 1920. She was the daughter of Judge Aaron and 
Eliza J. Wilcox of Painesville, Ohio, and the grand- 
daughter of Moses Wilcox. 

Like most of the early settlers of the Reserve who 
came in the early part of the last century, Moses and 
Aaron Wilcox, twin brothers, came from Connecticut, and 
with their wives who were sisters, took up land which 
they had purchased within twenty-five miles of Cleveland . 
On this land the present village of Twinsburgh, which 
has recently celebrated its centennial, was layed out, and 
the town named Twinsburgh in honor of the twin broth- 
ers who had deeded to it the land for the Public Square. 

Mrs. Hitchcock was bom in Painesville, Ohio, No- 
vember 2nd, 1840, and as a young girl attended the old 
Willoughby Seminary, which was destroyed by fire while 
she was attending it. Soon after, when Lake Erie Col- 
lege, then known as Painesville Seminary was established 
by her father and Judge Reuben Hitchcock, she, after a 
year of preparatory work at Mt . Holyoke College, entered 
the first class formed in that Seminary. 

On September 28th, 1864, she married Peter M. 
Hitchcock, the son of Judge Reuben Hitchcock, who 
came from Burton, Ohio, the ancestral home of the 
Hitchcocks on the Reserve and where their home had 
been erected as early as 1805. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock made their home for about 
one year at Youngstown, Ohio, where he was associated 
with the Brown Bonnell Iron Company, then moved 
to Cleveland and established a branch of the Youngs- 
town firm. 

Afterwards Mr. Hitchcock became a Trustee of The 
Western Reserve Historial Society, and they both 
became deeply interested in our work, turning over 
to the care of the Society many valuable relics and 
papers of these two pioneer families. 
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Mrs. Hitchcock was deeply interested in many 
philanthropies, and it was only natural that, as one 
of the earliest alumna of the college founded by her 
father and her husband's father, she should be deeply 
interested in Lake Erie College, and became one of its 
generous benefactors. She was also interested in all 
things that would tend to inspire the youth of this city 
for love of their native or adopted land and while act- 
ing as President of the Colonial Dames of America, 
Cleveland branch, obtained and made available to 
the Public Schools and other educational institutions 
of Cleveland, historical lantern slides that could be 
used in connection with lectures on these subjects to 
the students. 

As a member of the Lady Board of Managers of 
Lakeside Hospital she was deeply interested not only 
in its ^active work but also in the preservation of its 
history. She was also a Trustee of the Benjamin 
Rose Institute. 

It was always a pleasure to meet and talk with Mrs. 
Hitchcock, for one recognized her interst and her zeal 
for all that was uplifting and for the betterment of 
Society at large. We shall miss her kindly and in- 
telligent interest in our work as we did that of her 
husband who was called away some years ago, but 
they have left four sons, Charles, Reuben, Lawrence, 
and Morley to carry on the work they were so deeply 
interested in. 

Lyman H. JTreadway 

Cleveland lost one of her foremost citizens and our 
Society a valued friend in the death of Lyman H. 
Tread way which occurred Dec. 7, 1919 at his resi- 
dence, 8917 EucHd Avenue. 

Mr. Treadway came of old Connecticut stock, 
bom in New Haven March 27, 1862, the son of Augus- 
tine R. Treadway. His father came to Cleveland 
and organized the hardware concern of Wilcox, Tread- 
way Co., in 1880. The son had entered business in 
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New Haven the year before but moved to Cleveland 
and entered his father's business which upon its in- 
corporation was changed to the Peck Stowe & Wilcox 
Co., learning it step by step, from a packer upwards 
to the Presidency, which latter position he was elected 
to in 1911 on the retirement of his father from the 
active management. 

Like many others of our staunchest citizens his 
activities were not confined simply to his own personal 
business, but his aid was sought for eagerly by many 
corporations and as willingly given. He was a direc- 
tor of The Superior Savings and TVust Company, 
the Peerless Truck and Motor Car Company, and of 
the Western Reserve University. 

He served as President of the Chamber of Commerce 
during the years 1907-8. On the opening of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Cleveland, Mr. Treadway with Mr. 
D. C. Wills were the first oflScers appointed and on 
the meeting of the Board he was made a permanent 
member of the Executive Committee and its Vice 
Chairman. He was a Trustee of the Hiram House, 
St. Lukes Hospital, and the Cleveland Day Nursery, 
also of Calvary Presbyterian Church. He had the 
honor of being a 33rd degree Mason. He was a deeply 
interested member of The Western Reserve Historical 
Society, the New England Society, and belonged to 
the Union, Country, Roadside, and Tippecanoe Re- 
publican Clubs, also to the Union League Club of New 
York. 

Mr. Treadway is survived by his wife, (formerly 
Mrs. Annie Wickham Leisenring), the daughter of 
Delos O. Wickham of Cleveland, whom he married 
August 14, 1900, and their children Miss Elizabeth 
and Lyman H., Jr., also two stepchildren, Mrs. Worth 
Howard of Greenwich, Conn., and Edward B. Leisen- 
ring of Hazleton, Pa. 
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RoLLiN C. White 

For years a patron of The Western Reserve His- 
torical Society and one of Cleveland's outstanding 
manufacturers, Rollin C. White, was called by death, 
at his residence 6619 Euclid Ave., July 7, 1920. 

Mr. White was bom in Putney, Vermont June 3, 
1837. His early schooling was received in Putney, and 
Townsend, Vermont. After going through the schools 
he took up the manufacturing of chairs and other me- 
chanical activities. 

Soon after his marriage, on March 1st, 1865 to 
Miss Lizzie S. Warren of Hubbardstown, Mass., he 
and his bride came to Cleveland to make their home. 
A year later, in 1866, he became associated with 
Thomas H. White & Company. Later on formation 
of the White Manufacturing Company, he became one 
of its partners. Then, on the incorporation of the 
firm under the name of the White Sewing Machine 
Company, he was elected Vice President, which posi- 
tion he held until 1900, when he disposed of his interests. 
He was also President of the Cleveland Machine 
Screw Company, and one of the founders of the Baker 
Motor Vehicle Company, and the American Ball Bear- 
ing Company. For a number of years he served on 
the Boards of several of Cleveland's leading banks, 
but at the time of his death he had retired very largely 
from all business activities. 

It is to just men as Rollin C. White that Cleveland 
owes the high rank that she has reached today in the 
largest manufacturing activities. He was broad in 
his vision and had the natural ability to handle large 
enterprises. The name of their corporation was known 
all over the world, and many have thought that 
Thomas and Rollin C. White, who formed together 
their early business association were of the same family, 
but there was no blood relationship between them. 
Mr. White's children, Mrs. Walter C. Baker, and Mr. 
Fred R. White survive him. 
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PUBLICATIONS 

The publications of the Society consisted of the 
Transactions of the Society y which was issued in July, 
1919, as No. 100 of the Society^s publication, and The 
Western Reserve and the Fugitive Slave LaWj by Mr. 
W. C. Cochran, which came out as Publication No. 101. 
In this latter publication Mr. Cochran has given the 
Society a most careful history of this interesting period 
of the Reserve. Mr. Cochran's publication has brought 
forth a number of most interesting letters from many 
who have received copies, and several orders have been 
received for it outside of our membership and exchanges. 

This year's pubUcation, which consists of the Trans- 
actions of the Society has been necessarily delayed on 
account of the misfortune which befell your director 
and his long confinement in the hospital. In this con- 
nection we would ask our readers to bear in mind that 
the list of gifts and additions to the library are for 
those on record up to May 1st 1920, which is the end 
of our fiscal year. 

It is interesting to see the exchange list, for our 
publications, with other societies and institutions, 
grow from year to year.

TRIPS 

It has been the custom from year to year to call at- 
tention to such trips as are made in the interest of our 
collections. Some years these have been extensive, oth- 
er years the pressure of work in the office has seemed so 
great that time could not be spared to go outside and 
that has been the case during the past year. However 
during the Director's vacation last sunmier which was 
spent in Canadian territory, it was quite natural that a 
good deal of time should be spent in visiting the histori- 
cal societies there, and although the trip was one of pleas- 
ure, still a great deal of material including important files 
of Canadian Societies* publications was obtained, also 
some very friendly and valuable connections were made 
on this trip. 
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Another trip made to Detroit brought us handsome 
returns in exchange for duplicate material, but as the 
material did not arrive until late in the sunmier it 
will be left for next yearns report. 

THE LIBRARY 

The growth of the library from year to year has 
been very satisfactory in the number of books and 
pamphlets added. This year has been no exception 
to the general rule. In fact we have surpassed the 
record of any previous year, as we have received 2899 
volumes and 6342 pamphlets, making a total of 9241 
This however, does not include any of the additions 
to the other divisions of our work, such as manuscripts 
newspapers, broadsides, etc. These will be noted 
elsewhere in this report. 

Manuscripts 

The manuscript collections, quite naturally, stand 
out in all Societies as of the greatest importance, as 
they are unique and duplicates are not to be had. This 
year we have received no one large collection, but a 
number of interesting single gifts have come in, of 
which the following is a mere selection:

The collection on the Civil War, representing as it 
does, historical material for the South as well as the 
North, is the most outstanding of the special coUec- 
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tions in the Society. Since the gift of the main col- 
lection some years ago Mr. Palmer has added to it 
each year very extensively. This year has been no 
exception and some very outstanding gifts have come 
in. In books and pamphlets there have been added 
216 of the former and 424 of the latter. In news- 
papers the already extensive collection of Confederate 
issues has been enlarged by some 1100, also several 
hundred issues of the Northern states have been ob- 
tained.

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CIVIL WAR PICTURES AND PORTRAITS 

Mr. Palmer has not confined the Civil War and 
Slavery Collections to simply the published books, 
but has carefully included everything that might throw 
a light upon the struggle between the North and the 
South. Portraits, views, maps, broadsides, and medals 
have been freely added. 

In portraits and pictures an extremely unique and 
valuable collection has been added this year. 

Some years ago General Ordway of the Loyal Legion 
and Colonel Rand of the Massachusetts Commandery 
of the Loyal Legion, realizing the immense historical 
value of the Brady negatives purchased some six to 
seven thousand of these, which at the close of the war 
Mr. Brady had sent to New York as security for loans 
advanced by Mr. Anthony, the remaining six thousand 
were stored in Washington. Shortly afterwards the 
ones left in Washington were sold for storage and 
purchased by the Government. 

Colonel Rand had two sets of photographs taken 
from the plates purchased in New York, classified and 
mounted in albums, one set he retained, which our 
Society now owns; the other went into the Collection 
of the Massachusetts Commandery. Although many 
half tone illustrations have at times been published 
they can never compare with the original photos. 

The photographs to one looking them over care- 
fully are simply wonderful, taken as they were on the 
actual battlefields. They reveal with clearness and 
minuteness the various scenes, battles, oflScers and men 
engaged as no war up to that time had ever been de- 
picted. Besides the ones mounted in the fifteen large 
albums there were about three thousand larger ones 
mounted simply on cards ready for binding if so desired. 

Besides this special collection a number of original 
photos and other prints have been received, including 
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a number of Lincoln, Grant, and other general, several 
unique caricatures, battle scenes, broadsides, etc. 

We enumerate: 

Two large etchings of Lincoln, one by Rosen after 
the death mask by Volk, the other a wood engraving 
by the celebrated wood engraver, Timothy Cole. 

Of song sheets and pieces of music issued bearing 
on or connected with the war, some thirty miscellan- 
eous songs and twelve pieces of sheet music are included 
in this year's addition. 

To the relics of the war Mr. Palmer has obtained 
and turned over to us the Atlanta Battle Flag, one of 
the most historical flags of the Confederacy. It was 
carried by the Georgia State Troops in fighting around 
the city at Atlanta and headed the advances on that 
city through the attacks of the Union forces.

One item received, merits more than a passing 
notice, both on account of its value and its uniqueness. 
We refer to a large manuscript in* fourteen parts, the 
work of James Edward Taylor. Mr. Taylor was the 
only artist with General Sheridan during his expedi- 
tion up the Shenandoah Valley. He received his 
training in designing in New York under the promo- 
tion of Nicholas Longworth and a few others in Cin- 
cinnati. When the war broke out Mr. Taylor joined 
the Tenth New York Infantry and began sending 
sketches back to Frank Leslies' in whose employ he 
was soon engaged, and when General Sheridan started 
upon his campaign in 1864 he was selected to go with 
him. Daily he kept accurate notes in his diaries, of 
scenes, persons, and buildings sketched, and after the 
war was over devoted some eight years to mounting 
these original sketches and giving an interesting and 
valuable history of the expedition, which we are in- 
formed has never been published. Hundreds of most 
accurate sketches of events, historic homes, maps, 
portraits of leading oflScers in both armies, as well as 
those of citizens of the places visited have been most 
carefully drawn. We are very proud of this remark- 
able collections, and as we run over th^ pages we are 
reminded of a quotation from Benjamin J. Lossing: 
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**The correspoDdents of the Public Press and Artists of the 
Illustrated Newspaper justly rank among the heroes of the War. 

They braved every hardship and peril of the War, often under 
fire and in the most dangerous positions during the battle in the 
business of their vocation as observers and recorders of events. 

They were generally able and conscientious men and to them 
the future historian must look for the most vivid and picturesque 
features through pencil and pen, of the Great War of the nine- 
teenth Century."

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MUSEUM 

Each year the Museum has received a great many 
interesting and valuable gifts. We have put forth 
very little effort to gather many items that belonged 
rightly to an historical society museum on account of 
the crowded condition of the whole building. Yet the 
interest shown by the various school groups, as well 
as many individuals, in the collections, even in their 
present jumbled up condition, presages somewhat the 
still greater usefulness of and interest in, if the visual- 
ized life of the Indians, the Mound Builders, and the 
pioneer settlers, their home life and surroundings, could 
be grouped and displayed properly. 

We are pleased to note the following donations and 
their donors: 

Some years ago we were presented with an old 
sewing machine. By the displaying of this one four 
others have come into us. The most interesting 
of these is one received this year from Mrs. J. M. 
Richardson of this city. It is one of the original 
Elias Howe, Jr., sewing machines made in 1846, and 
according to the number, was the tenth machine Mr. 
Howe manufactured. The Society is fortunate in 
getting a perfect specimen of this early machine, and 
in passing it may be of interest to note that the sewing 
machine, like many other inventions of man, was not 
cordially received by those who would be the greatest 
benefited by its invention, for the papers of that 
period record the opposition of the tailors who claimed 
it would ruin their business and they threatened to 
mob an Irish tailor who had agreed to cut a suit of 
clothes for Mr. Howe to be made up on the machine. 

Mrs. George Etzenberger. A walking stick made by a Confed- 
erate prisoner on Johnson's Island during the Civil War. One 
Indian skinning knife. (These were received through the cour- 
tesy of Mrs. C. H. Smith). 
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Mrs. T. J. Kurtz. An old wooden cradle made in January, 
1857, at the then exceedingly high cost of $2.^. In this cradle 
were rocked the children of an Ohio family. From the group 
came one editor, two school superintendents, a farmer's wife, a 
lawyer's wife, a minister's wife, and several grandchildren. The 
pillow tick in the old cradle was brought from the old country 
in 1840. The covers were brought to Ohio in 1848. 

Mrs. Fannie E. Paulson. An old massive brass key formerly 
used in one of the early residences of Cleveland, the property of 
the late Mr. Ayers on Prospect Street. 

Miss M. R. Standish. A wooden ink bottle and seal. 

Mr. J. S. Taylor. An African Battle Axe. 

Miss Emma Neale, trustee of the Shakers at Mt. Lebanon. 
A copper luster pitcher. This pitcher was counted amongst the 
choicest relics held by the Shakers, on account of its historic as 
well as its intrinsic value. The pitcher has been beautifully pre- 
served, and although Miss Neale has been repeatedly offered a 
large sum for it, she had steadily refused to part with it. It 
belonged to Mother Lucy Wright who was among the earliest of 
the Shakers. Miss Neale felt that this pitcher should be preserved 
with the large collection of Shaker relics which we have, and very 
generously presented it to us. 

Mrs. Perry L. Hobbs. A saber presented to Lieut. A. Marshall, 
Rrst Regiment Ohio Light Artillery, O. V. U. S. A., December 
17, 1861. Framed escutcheon of Captain Alexander Marshall. 
A set of surveyor's chains and a pair of old balances. 

Mr. Paul F. Gill. A large collection of fire arms, etc., consisting 
of 43 old guns, 14 swords, 16 bayonets, and two war clubs. This 
collection was formed by his father, Mr. Charles H. Gill, and al- 
though they were in very bad condition when received, owing to 
the fact that they had been buried in a flood on the flats and there 
became rusty and coated with clay, they have been cleaned and 
are in very good condition. The collection of firearms is exceed- 
ingly representative, dating back to the period of the early match 
and flint locks, as well as specimens of guns used in the different 
wars of American history. There are also a few Chinese and 
Arabian guns. This collection makes a very valuable addition 
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to our collection, which at present cannot be displayed to any 
advantage on account of lack of room. 

Mrs. Edward Belz. Several relics of the Civil War, including 
epaulets, cartridge holders, powder can, etc. 

Mr. F. C. Osborn. An old flint lock gun, dated 1844, carried 
in the Mexican War. 

Mrs. H. B. Chapman. An Indian pipe. 

Miss Hull. A Navahoo saddle blanket. 

Mr. D. T. Gould. A framed collection of early election tick- 
ets and paper money. 

Mr. John Jacobs. A collection of Indian stone implements. 

Mrs. C. J. Craft. A glass case containing three stuffed birds, 
also a collection of wood carvings done by Mrs. Craft's father, 
Mr. H. D. Humiston, when about ninety years of age. 

Mr. F. K. Glidden. An old Spanish Pirate's Liquor Chest 
captiu^ in a sea duel from the Pirate ship "Velpasque." This 
chest dates back to 1750. The case holds several bottles for the 
different liquors and also the drinking glasses used. 

Mrs. Horace Carr, has presented the Society with the suit 
worn by the "Newsboy" Anna Perkins. One might say she was 
almost an historic personage and will be recalled by so many 
Clevelanders who lived here a quarter of a century ago. 

Mrs. M. L. Rumpff. An old china plate used in 1800 in the 
family of one of the first settlers in western New York. 

Prof. B. P. Bourland has presented to the Society a very uni- 
que and interesting relic of the World War, a rug bearing the coat 
of arms of the United States. This was one of several rugs 
that the British Red Cross and the Order of St. John had made 
to present to the large American Red Cross Hospital which the 
Americans had intended to build in London just before the war 
ceased. Upon their decision not* to build, these rugs were distri- 
buted as gifts to the various American Red Cross Societies. 
We are very fortunate that Dr. Bourland has generously given us 
the rug which came to him. 

Mr. Paul Motz. Three German officers' helmets. 

Mrs. B. £. Harris. A pair of child's leather boots such as 
was worn by a boy in the sixties. A porcelain pitcher brought 
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over from Wales, where it was maDufactured in honor of the 
publication of "Uncle Tom's Cabin" in 1852. One side of the 
pitcher pictures the Slave Market; the other side* Eliza escaping 
across the Ohio river on the broken ice, with her babe in her arms. 
A facsimile of the **Iron Maiden" — an instrument of torture now 
in the old castle at Nuremburg. 

Mrs. J. W. S. Webb. A candle mold for M candles. 

Mrs. Edward Belz. A collection of Civil War relics, includ- 
ing powder can, epaulets, cartridge holders, etc.

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DIRECTOR'S REPORT 

As we reach the end of the year according to cus- 
tom we stop to take a backward look and to record 
A brief resume of the year's work for the benefit of 
our members. 

There have been some very outstanding things 
that have happened that give one renewed encour- 
^agement for the future. The first of these that we call 
±o mind is the magnificent addition of $50,000 to 
our endowment that came through the generosity 
and the deep interest in the work of the Society of 
Mr. Ambrose Swasey. This is the largest single gift 
the Society has ever received. A more extensive 
appreciation of this was published in a special bulle- 
tin issued at the time of the receipt of the gift. 

The second item: The creating of the **General 
Simon Perkins Fund'' by the heirs of General Perkins, 
which fund will enable us to commence the assorting 
of and putting into permanent shape the valuable 
manuscript collection left by General Perkins bearing 
on the early records and transactions of the Connecti- 
-cut Land Company. 

Third: The cordial support that has gradually 
increased from year to year on the part of certain 
friends for the development of special collections of 
the Society. 

Fourth: The increased usefulness of the library 
and the museum to a much larger number than ever 
hetore. 

All these are sources of satisfaction and encour- 
agement. 

The faithfulness of our small corps of workers (al- 
together too small for what we have to do), who have 
heen genuinely and deeply interested in the work; 
their willingness at all times, no matter how great 
the strain might be upon them, to do anything that 
would improve the Society or would make its useful- 
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ness more pronounced; this also counts for very much 
in the work that has been accomplished this past year 
and it gives us real pleasure to thus publicly show the 
Society's appreciation for these services. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Several new members have been received. Our 
membership list now numbers in the Patron group^ 
forty (40); in the Life member group, seventy-nine 
(79), and in the annual member group, three hundred 
and forty-five (345). But each year we have to add 
new names to the evergrowing list of departed friends 
altad supporters.

Steam. 

NECROLOGY 
James Gilbert Gibbs. 

James Gilbert Gibbs, a life member of the Western 
Reserve Historical Society, died at his home in Nor- 
walk, Ohio, February 12, 1921. 

Although for several years a severe heart trouble 
had prevented him from engaging in active business, 
his sudden death came as a shock to the community 
which had known him so long, and loved him so well. 

Bom in Norwalk, August 7, 1852, the son of Ralph 
Marvin Gibbs and Mary Higgins Gibbs, he had back 
of him a long line of genuine American ancestors, many 
of whom were prominent in the colonial life of Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts. He was graduated from 
the Norwalk high school in 1869, and, after spending 
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several months in the office of the Norwalk Reflector^ 
in the fall of 1871 he entered Lafayette College, Easton, 
Pa. Obliged to give up his college work at the end 
of the second yeair, he went to Chicago where he was a 
reporter on the Chicago Inter-Ocean. Returning to 
Norwalk he purchiased an interest in the Norwalk 
Reflector, and continued as editor of that paper for 
over twenty-five years. 

A lover of history, and especially the history of 
the old Connecticut Western Reserve, he was an 
enthusiastic member of the Western Reserve Historical 
Society and of the Firelands Historical Society, and 
for the last few years, when ill health barred him 
from more active work, had devoted himself to his 
duties as Curator of the Firelands Historical Society 
museum sivA editor of the Firelands Pioneer, a task 
for which he was esi>ecially well fitted. 

On June 30, 1880, Mr. Gibbs was married to Caro- 
line Lovewell Wickham, daughter of Judge Frederick 
Wickham, of Norwalk. She with their two children, 
Mrs. Esther Gibbs Powers and Major Ralph Wickham 
Gibbs, are left to mourn his loss. 

In speaking of the death of Mr. Gibbs, the Fire- 
lands Pioneer says: "Courteous, kind, considerate 
and unselfish to a fault, of an abiding faith in Christ, 
he died as he had lived, a true Christian gentleman.'* 
No more fitting epitaph could be given of him. 

Howard Melville Hanna. 

Howard Melville Hanna, a patron of long stand- 
ing of the Western Reserve Historical Society, one of 
Cleveland's foremost business men, and one of its 
institutions most generous benefactors, died at his 
winter home in Thomasville, Florida, February 8, 
1921, after an illness of several months. 

He was bom at Lisbon, Ohio, January 23, 1840, 
and lived there until he was twelve years old, when 
his parents moved to Cleveland taking the youth 
with them. Here he attended the public schools. 
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and later went to Union College near Schenectady, 
N. Y., from which he graduated. In 1861, on the 
breaking out of the Civil War, Mr. Hanna enlisted in 
the navy and served throughout the war, part of the 
time with A^dmiral Farragut on the Mississippi. 

Returning to Cleveland after the close of the war 
and with a deep love for the water, he followed up 
this liking by becoming identified with the Lake 
shipping industry, with which he retained active 
connection until 1914, when he retired. He was also 
actively engaged in the development of the oil, steel 
and tobacco business. 

Of a quiet, rather retiring disposition Mr. Hanna 
never took active part in politics, leaving this to his 
brother, Marcus Alonzo Hanna, but he was deeply 
interested in all matters pertaining to the development 
of Cleveland, and his clear civic vision was recognized 
by all who knew him and his advice was unstintingly 
given to many who eagerly sought it. 

Medical and hospital circles in Cleveland claimed 
the largest part of his benefactions for he was intensely 
interested in aiding the causes that helped to alleviate 
disease and bodily affliction. His philanthropies to 
Lakeside Hospital, to the medical department of 
Western Reserve University and to the proposed 
Babies' Hospital it is said apiounted to more than one 
million dollars. Many other Cleveland institutions 
benefited largely from his generous gifts. 

Mr. Hanna married Miss Kate Smith of Hartford, 
Connecticut, who died in May, 1919. They are 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. Coburn Haskell, 
Mrs. Kate H. Ireland and one son, Mr. H. M. Han- 
na, Jr. Of his brothers and sisters, only two are 
living, Mrs. J. C. Morse and Mrs. S. Prentiss Baldwin. 
His brothers Marcus A. and Leonard C. having passed 
on ahead of him. 

Rarely have a trio of brothers occupied such 
prominent places in the history and development of 
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any of our large cities and whose reputation was felt 
and whose influence reached farther out into the 
history of the country at large. 

Malcolm B. Johnson. 

October 9, 1920, Malcolm B. Johnson a patron 
and for many years a generous supporter of the work 
of this Society was called almost without any previous 
warning by death. 

Mr. Johnson was a Western Reserve man, born 
in Elyria, Dec. 16, 1862. He attended and graduated 
from the schools of that city and later Oberlin College. 
Two years after graduating from college he was ad- 
mitted to the bar. For some three years he practised 
in his home town, removing to Cleveland in 1886 to 
take an active position with the White Sewing Machine 
Company. Later he formed a partnership with another 
Lorain County man, and under the firm name of M. B. 
and H. H. Johnson they practised law together until 
death called the senior partner. Mr. Johnson's repu- 
tation as a corporation lawyer, to which line he devoted 
his energies largely, was not confined to the city of his 
adoption, but was international. 

His intricate knowledge of industrial and financial 
affairs caused his services to be sought for by many 
leading corporations, which is readily seen by the 
large niunber of organizations he was connected with. 

He was a director of the Cleveland Cliffs Iron 
Company, the McKinney Steel Company, the Alle- 
gheny Coal Company, Chisholm & Moore Manu- 
facturing Company, and a member of the Finance and 
Executive conmiittees of the Citizens Savings & Trust 
Company. He contributed largely to the successful 
formation of the Cleveland Machine Screw Company, 
The American Fork & Hoe Company, The American 
Trust Company and others. He also served as the 
chairman of the Board of Directors of the White 
Motor Company, and in later years represented the 
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General Electric Company in many of its important 
aflPairs not only here but abroad, and also was active 
in many other business enterprises. 

No problem was too difficult for him to undertake 
and it was worked out in the same painstaking manner 
as was his work in the old Elyria High School where as 
a freshman the writer of this article first knew Mr. 
Johnson, and as he was a leader in his school days so 
he became in his active business career. His opinion 
was sought and respected by all. Knowing the true 
value of education he always encouraging those who 
were younger to make the most thorough preparation 
for their life work. Kindness, consideration and 
sympathy was ever preeminent in his dealings with 
others. Is it to be wondered at that when the call 
came Mr. Johnson left behind so many friends in 
whose hearts there was a void not to be easily filled? 

Mr. Johnson's home life was ideal. He married 
Mary E. Laundon, daughter of Thos. Laundon, of 
Elyria, August 30, 1887, and to them were bom 
three sons, David L., Arthur E., and Malcom B., all 
of whom with their mother survive Mr. Johnson. 

Philip Rhodes McCurdy. 

Philip Rhodes McCurdy, a life member of the 
Western Reserve Historical Society, was bom in 
Cleveland, Ohio, July 13, 1878. He was the son of 
William Henry and Fannie Rhodes McCurdy, his 
mother being the youngest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel Pomeroy Rhodes, early pioneers of Cleveland. 

Mr. McCurdy went to the CoUamer public schools 
until he entered University School, from which he 
graduated in 1897. He then entered Yale University 
going from there to Cornell University which later he 
left to take a position in a Minnesota mine. From 
Minnesota he went further west to lead for many 
years the adventurous and roving life of a cattleman 
in Texas and in Cuba. While in Cuba he became in- 
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terested in the work of the sugar chemists, and returned 
to Cleveland determined to devote himself to the 
study of chemistry. 

December 3, 1907, he married Miss Olive E. Fire- 
stone, of Fredericksburg, Ohio, and entered the chemi- 
cal laboratory of the late Perry L. Hobbs as an appren- 
tice. He engaged in this work with unflagging zeal 
and energy, but soon feeling the need of a thorough 
scientific education he entered Case School, graduating 
in 1918. While there he was an honor student, presi- 
dent of his Senior class and a member of two college 
fraternities. Alpha Chi Sigma and Tau Beta Pi. At 
the same time he was the minor member of the firm 
of Newton and McCurdy, consulting chemists, a 
partnership formed after the death of Dr. Hobbs. 

He was commissioned a first lieutenant in the 
Chemical Warfare Service of the army in March, 
1918, and served throughout the war under Col. F. M. 
Dorsey, development division. Chemical Warfare Serv- 
ice at Nela Park, Cleveland, Ohio. After his dis- 
charge from the army he became associated with the 
Cleveland branch of The Bethlehem Steel Corpor- 
ation as a chemical engineer, which position he held 
at the time of his death, which occured after an ill- 
ness of many weeks at his home on September 3, 1920. 

Mr. McCurdy was a member of St. Paul's Episco- 
pal Church. He belonged to the Cleveland Engineer- 
ing Society and the Men's Civic Club, Cleveland 
Heights. 

Douglas Perkins. 

After several years of poor health, the severity 
of which he alone knew, Mr. Douglas Perkins, a 
trustee for many years of the Society, passed away 
at the White Hall Hotel, Cleveland, March 20, 1921. 

Mr. Perkins' forbears were among the most promi- 
nent and earliest settlers of the Western Reserve. 
His grandfather, (Jeneral Simon Perkins, settled at 
Warren, Ohio, at the close of the eighteenth century. 
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and as the general agent and representative of the 
Connecticut Land Company, the sales of a large part 
of the lands of the Connecticut Reserve passed through 
his hands. In the old homestead at Warren were bom 
to General Perkins and his wife, Nancy Anna (Bishop), 
nine children, among these Joseph, the father of 
Douglas. Joseph was bom July 5, 1819, and married 
Martha Ellen Steele, October 25, 1841, at Marietta, 
Ohio, and in 1852, they moved to Cleveland, Ohio. 
He was not only interested but active in church, edu- 
cational, and philanthropic organizations, prominent 
in various banking institutions, and also a trustee of 
the Western Reserve Historical Society. 

Douglas, the son, one of six children, was bom in 
Cleveland, April 28, 1854, and upon his shoulders fell 
the privilege of carrying on his father's magnificent 
work. And this was no small task when assumed 
with the earnestness and careful attention that Douglas 
Perkins gave to all he engaged in. He was for many 
years a director of the Citizens Savings and Trust 
Company and a member of its Advisory Board ; he was 
for a number of years on the Board of Directors of the 
Cleveland Trust Company; the Garfield Savings 
Bank Company. Was also President of the old Second 
National Bank. 

Business life, however, did not claim all of Mr. 
Perkins' attention. He was most generous in giving 
of his time and means to the work of various organiza- 
tions of his home city. He was president of the 
Cleveland Protestant Orphan Asylum and The Lake 
View Cemetery Association. He devoted considerable 
time to the State Board of Charities, of which he was 
a member. His interest in the Western Reserve 
Historical Society was keen and only a few days be- 
fore his death he was in talking over a number of subjects 
connected with the growth and development of our 
work. With others of his grandfathers' descendants, 
he had only the last year aided in establishing the 
General Simon Perkins Fund to take care of and in- 
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crease the collections formed in his grandfather's name. 
He was an active member of the Euclid Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. In social life, he was a member 
of the Union and Mayfield Clubs, a charter member 
of Troop A, and a member of Troop A Veteran's 
Association. 

Mr. Perkins married Emma Keller of Sharon, 
Pennsylvania, August 13, 1874, and to them were 
bom three children, Douglas, April 12, 1875; Ellen C, 
April 10, 1876, and Frederick Ely, February 20, 1879. 

In a tribute paid to him a close friend said, 

"His heritage was of the very best and he proved 
himself in every way worthy of it. He was born to a 
name which Cleveland for many years has held in 
highest esteem because of its association with all 
things which are best, and through his own unselfish 
life he has given to it yet higher worth. 

**His was a beautiful life, really wonderful in its 
self-giving, its cheer, its kindliness, its beneficence, its 
wide-reaching helpfulness. He gave most freely of 
his means to care for church and community needs, 
but his generous and gracious giving was, if anything, 
even more marked, as he was ever in quiet ways 
helping some sorely pressed individual over the hard 
places of life. He had indeed a place all his own in 
many hearts and homes where his memory will be 
cherished among their choicest possessions." 

George Fawcett Scofield 

On November 24, 1920, George Fawcett Scofield, 
a member of one of Cleveland's oldest and most prom- 
inent families, was called by death. 

Mr. Scofield was bom in Cleveland, Ohio, August 
12, 1860, the youngest son of the eight children born 
to W. C. and Ann (Barber) Scofield. The elder Mr. 
Scofield was active in the great industrial develop- 
ment period of Cleveland in its early years, being 
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founder and president of the Lake Erie Iron Com- 
pany which is still in the possession of the Scofield 
family. 

George F. Scofield received his elementary educa- 
tion in the schools of Cleveland, graduating from the 
high school. He then became associated with his 
father in the Lake Erie Iron Company and later 
assumed charge of his father's large estate on his re- 
tirement from active business life. Mr. Scofield was 
also active in real estate circles, in traction develop- 
ment in Ohio and New York and had large oil holdings. 

Mr. Scofield was a man quiet in his habits and man- 
ner, though of strong and active sympathies, a close 
student of human nature, generous and liberal in his 
attitude toward all worthy enterprises. These quali- 
ties drew to him an unusual number of devoted friends. 
He also contributed in a very definite way to the up- 
building of the city of Cleveland and was outspoken 
and intensely loyal in his support of his native city. 

He was a member of the Union, Country and 
Roadside Clubs of Cleveland, and the Everglades 
Club of Palm Beach, Florida, where the family have 
their winter home. Genial and happy in disposition 
Mr. Scofield was welcomed in all circles in which he 
moved. His hobby was his home and here he found his 
keenest enjoyment and deei>est pleasure. 

On December 1, 1890, Mr. Scofield was married to 
Miss Nettie Short, a daughter of George W. and Ade- 
laide (Munhall) Short, of Cleveland. Mr. Scofield 
is survived by his widow, two brothers, Charles W., 
Secretary-Trea3urer of the Lake Erie Iron Company; 
Frank R., president of the Lake Erie Iron Company, 
and three sisters, Helen, wife of the late Franklin 
Rockfeller; Elizabeth, wife of James Cogswell, and 
EflSe, wife of D. Edward Dangler, all of Cleveland. 

George Frederick Wright 

After more than sixty years of active service in 
many fields, George Frederick Wright, a life member 
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of this Society, died at his home in Oberlin, April 20, 
1921. 

He was bom in Whitehall, New York, January 22, 
1838, and spent his early years on the farm to which 
his grandfather, Enoch Wright, brought his yoimg 
bride in 1783. 

His education, begun in the country school near his 
home, was continued in the Academy at Castleton, 
Vermont, and, at the age of seventeen, he entered 
Oberlin College. He finished the regular college course 
in 1859, and was graduated from the Theological 
Seminary three years later. 

Twenty years' service as a minister of the gospel 
followed his graduation — ^ten as pastor of the Con- 
gregational church at Bakersfield, Vermont, and ten 
at Andover, Mass. 

In 1881, he was called to take the chair of New 
Testament Language and Literature in the Oberlin 
Theological Seminary, and continued teaching until 
1907, when he was made Professor Emeritus and re- 
tired on a Carnegie pension. 

Prof. Wright is best known, perhaps, as a geologist, 
and in his investigation of glaciers and glacial phe- 
nomena, traveled thousands of miles in northern Ameri- 
ca, Europe and Asia. It was in this connection that 
he first became associated with the Western Reserve 
Historical Society. Judge C. C. Baldwin, the Presi- 
dent, and other members of the society, learning of 
Prof. Wright*s work with the Geological Survey of 
Pennsylvania, in tracing the terminal moraine of the 
great Ice Age Across the state of Pennsylvania, de- 
cided that this was a proper field of work for the 
Historical Society. Funds were raised to pay Mr. 
Wright's expenses, and he continued his explorations 
of the glacial boimdary across Ohio and the states 
farthest west. His report to The Western Reserve 
Historical Society on **The Glacial Boundary in Ohio, 
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Indiana and Kentucky'" was published by the society^ 
in 1884, as "Tract No. 60." 

Space is too limited to give more than brief notice 
of the many books of which Prof. Wright was author. 
Among the outstanding titles are: "Studies in Science 
and Religion/' 1882; "Ice Age in North America,"' 
1889; "Man and the Glacial Period,'' 1892; "Asiatic 
Russia," 1902; "Scientific Confirmation of Old Testa-^ 
ment History," 1906; "Origin and Antiquity of Man,'' 
1912. His contributions to scientific and religious 
p>eriodicals were very numerous. 

He served as President of the Ohio State Historical 
and Archaelogical Society for a number of years. 

August 28, 1862, Prof. Wright married Huldab 
Maria Day. Four children were born to them — 
three daughters and a son, all of whom are livings 
Mrs. Wright died in 1899. 

THE LIBRARY 

If the collections of the Society had not increased 
in the same proportion during the last year as in 
former years it would have seemed only natural as the 
Director was away so long through the summer and 
no outside trips could be made. So it is especially 
pleasing when the end of the year comes and we stop* 
to take inventory of what has been accomplished, ta 
find instead of this being smaller it is somewhat larger 
this year, for we have added over 10,000 books and 
pamphlets. This as against 2,899 books and 6,342* 
pamphlets in 1919-20. 

Some of the most interesting items have come iir 
through special funds. The value of these special 
collections to the library is very great. By means of 
the funds we are purchasing rarities that would have 
been absolutely impossible to have obtained otherwise,, 
and the Society can well congratulate itself that some 
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are willing to aid us to the extent they are doing. 
Still, how much more could be accomplished if others 
would oflFer help in the same way. 

The exchanges for our publications have shown an 
increase during the year. This is due to two facts : first 
from a larger number of organizations with whom we 
are reciprocating in this line, and second, that some 
societies who had postponed publishing during the 
war p>eriod have again commenced issuing publications. 
We have also made some exchanges of duplicates with 
various libraries to the mutual benefit of both. This 
work we have not been able to carry on to the extent 
we would like to on account of the lack of help. 

As our collections are becoming better known 
outside of Cleveland, the demands received by mail 
for information in various directions are increasing, 
and it is often diflScult to meet these requests as 
promptly and fully as we would like. 

Rare Braddock Expedition Items. 

Through funds contributed by the following mem- 
bers of the Society, Messrs. H. G. Dalton, Harry 
Coulby, Wm. McLaughlan, J. H. Wade, W. M. Piatt 
and Ralph King, we have been able to acquire by 
purchase from London a collection of three extremely 
rare items pertaining to the Braddock Exjjedition. 

This expedition under the leadership of Major 
General Braddock was sent forth on the part of the 
British to capture Fort du Quesne (later Fort Pitt), 
then in the hands of the French. The history of this 
expedition is known to every school child who has 
studied American history and we do not need to say 
anything about it in this connection. However these 
maps and the pamphlets of the expedition are among 
the rarest in our special field. 

The first item— (Thomson No. 106). The Expe- 
dition of Major (hneral Braddock to Virginia; with 
the two Regiments of Ha^cket and Dunbar^ together 
with many little incidents^ giving a lively idea of the 
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nature of the country ^ climate and manner in which the 
officers and soldiers lived; also^ the difficulties they 
u>ent through in that urildemess. London, 1755. Thom- 
son in his bibliography locates only cme copy — that 
in the Harvard Collie Library. Sabin reports another 
copy in the Library Company of Philadelphia. 

The second item — (Thomson No. 107). Six plans 
of the Different Dispositions of the English Army under 
the Command of the late General Braddock in North 
America. I. Line of March vrith the whole Baggojge. 
11. Plan of the disposition of the advanced Parly of 
four hundred men^ to protect the workers while clearing 
the road. III. encampment of the Detachment sent 
from the Little Meadows. IV. Line of March sent 
of the Detachment sent from the Little Meadows. V. 
Plan of the Field of Battle on the 9th of July, 1755. 

VI. A map showing the Route and Encampment of 
the Army. By an Officer, London, 1758. Thomson 
reports only one copy known of this in the library of 
the late William Darlington, of Pittsburg, which col- 
lection is now in the Library of the University of 
Pittsburg. 

The third item, a contemporary manuscript plan 
probably made on the spot by an officer of the expedi- 
tion, makes the collection exceedingly interesting. 
This has a paper attached exhibiting by means of 
numbers on the map corresponding with the description 
on the manuscript of the exact position of each day's 
march and stopping place. Also by means of red 
dotted lines the route of Captain Dobson to Isaaca 
Creek, Red Stone Creek and Mr. Gist's House where 
he rejoined the army. Also Mr. Gist's route to the 
French Fort and to the place where he rejoined the 
army on July 6, 1755. 

This plan, we believe, is unique, differing from the 
printed map No. VI of the second item mentioned 
above, and as far as we have been able to ascertain 
has never been printed. 
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The American Indian. 
By Edward S. Curtis. 

No more acceptable gift could have been made to 
the Society than the set of Curtis' The American Indian, 
which has come to us through the estate of Mr. O. C. 
Barber. The executors felt that this valuable set of 
which Mr. Barber had received and paid for the first 
eleven volumes, could not be placed where it would be 
of greater usefulness than in the Library of The Wes- 
tern Reserve Historical Society, and with the sym- 
pathetic approval of Mr. Barber's daughter, Mrs. 
Bevan, they decided to present the set to the Society 
providing some one could be found who would pay for 
the remaining nine volumes. (The whole set will be 
complete in twenty quarto volumes, with twenty folio 
volumes.) Mr. Andrew Squire, one of the Executors, 
in speaking of it to Mr. B. F. Bourne, was pleased 
to have his cheerful and generous offer to be sponsor 
for the remaining volumes. On receipt of this valuable 
offer, the Society received its first notification of the 
splendid gift from these two sources, and to say we 
were pleased is putting it very mildly. Ever since the 
publication was projected, we have longed to have it 
in our collection, but felt it would exceed any sum 
we could hope to realize from our small endowment. 
The importance of this work cannot be over estimated. 

Theodore Roosevelt who signed each set of the 500 
issued, of which ours is No. 45, said in his foreword 
to the work : 

"In Mr. Curtis we have both an artist and a trained observer, 
whose pictures are pictures, not merely photographs; whose work 
has far more than accuracy, because it is truthful. The Indian 
as he has hitherto been is on the point of passing away. His life 
has been lived under conditions through which our own race 
passed so many ages ago that not a vestige of their memory re- 
mains. It would be a veritable calamity if a vivid and truthful 
record of these conditions were not kept. No one man alone 
could preserve such a record in complete form. Others have 
worked in the past, and are working in the present, to preserve 
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parts of the record; but Mr. Curtis, because of the singular com- 
bination of qualities with which he has been blest, and because 
of his extraordinary success in making and using his opportunities, 
has been able to do what no other man has ever done; what as 
far as we can see, no other man could do. He has lived on inti- 
mate terms with many different tribes of the mountains and the 
plains. He knows them as they hunt, as they travel, as they go 
about their various avocations on the march and in the camp. 
He knows their medicine men and sorcerers, their chiefs and 
warriors, their young men and maidens. He has not only seen 
their vigorous outward existence, but has caught glimpses, such as 
few white men ever catch, into that strange spiritual and mental 
life of theirs, from whose innermost recesses all white men are 
forever barred." 

H. A. Fuller Fund 

This year Mr. Fuller, realizing the valuable addi- 
tions the special funds for the purchase of books on the 
different states are making, volunteered to become 
sponsor for California and authorized us to spend a 
certain amount on this subject. We were delighted 
to receive this fund by means of which we can gather 
books on this western state whose history is extremely 
interesting and the demands for, both on the part of 
researchers and the ever increasing number of Cleve- 
landers who are making California their winter home, 
are constantly growing. Many of the books published 
on California are scarce and difficult to obtain. 

We had practically nothing on the State, so in start- 
ing to purchase we have bought largely local history 
leaving the rarer journals to be picked up gradually.

Mr. Palmer has neglected no opportunity to 
round out the collection, so that it will ultimately 
stand out as nearly complete as it is possible to make 
it. We often wish our members could see the individ- 
ual items as we do who have to handle all the additions 
not only in this collection but in the others that are 
coming in from day to day. It is only in this way that 
a true idea of the great value represented in any col- 
lection can be formed. 

Those who have had occasion to use the material 
along these lines are amazed and delighted to find how 
extensive and rich it is. 
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In the part of the collection bearing directly on the 
Civil War itself a number of scarce regimental histories 
have come in, also histories and sketches of general 
engagements, biographies of those participating, gen- 
eral histories of the war, sermons, si>eeches, books on 
the economic conditions during and resulting from the 
war, also a number of county histories. These histories 
have often times most elaborate and extended chapters 
on the counties' participation in the war and as they 
are of general interest to dther lines of research we 
note a few with the books on this subject. The sets 
of English periodicals of which there are a number in 
the collection, aire full of items on Slavery, the War, 
and political conditions of the times, which being 
from the foreign point of view are extremely valuable 
and interesting.

Perhaps no American has a firmer grasp on the 
hearts of the people both North and South than 
Abraham Lincoln. Also he is held exceedingly high 
in those countries across the seas that have learned of 
the greatness of the man; and as the bitterness en- 
gendered by the titanic struggle into the midst of 
which Lincoln was plunged is disappearing, a larger 
number of books, addresses and other material are 
being issued bearing on his greatness, foresight and 
wonderful leadership. 

Perhaps 200 items this year have been added to 
our Lincolniana, also a number of rare photographs and 
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portraits. To enumerate all would be the only way 
to do justice to the increase but we content ourselves 
with naming just a few.

F. F. Prentiss Fund 

In no one year of the history of the Society have 
we added as many rare and interesting books on the 
state of Ohio as we have this year and it has been done 
to a very large extent through the generosity of Mr. 
F. F. Prentiss. It is a source of great satisfaction to 
see these rare items on our own state that have been 
sought for so many years gradually being acquired. 

A complete list of these if we could print it in its 
entirety would be of the greatest interest to all, but 
only attention to a few of the outstanding items may 
be caUed to in this abbreviated report. 

Rev. WiDiam Beauchamp's "Essays on the Truth 
of the Christian Religion," published at Marietta in 
1811, is not only an extremely rare imprint but also 
most interesting from a bookish standpoint. 

Priests "American Antiquities," first edition, of 
which we only know of one copy being offered for sale 
at auction and that a little over a year ago. Of this 
book it is not uncommon to find copies of the second 
third, fourth and fifth editions, all of which we have, 
but to get a copy of this rare first edition in perfect 
condition in the original binding with all the maps 
perfect is exceedingly interesting. 

Something over 100 items have been added to our 
collection of books and pamphlets on President Gar- 
field.

Mr. Rogers in his journal gives a very interest- 
ing account of the French and Indian Wars, and after 
the wars were over he was instructed to take possession 
of the Western forts still held by the French, and on 
this trip the state of Ohio was crossed by Major 
Rogers who passed through the state along the old 
Sandusky and Tuscarawas Trail to Fort Pitt and thence 
to Philadelphia where he arrived Feb. 14, 1761.

The shares of the Scioto Land Company ad- 
joining the Ohio Land Company's purchases were advertised aad 
sold largely in France and a number of the rarest items pertain- 
ing to the transactions of this early Ohio Company are conse- 
quently of French origin.

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Perhaps the rarest item obtained this year is the 
Memorial of Nathaniel Sackett in behalf of himself 
and Associates for a tract of land extending between 
Lake Erie on the North to the Junction of the Miami 
Rivers with the Ohio on the South, with the site of 
the Settlement at Sandusky. This is an extremely 
early Ohio item under the New York imprint of 1785 
and is exceedingly rare. Thomson in his bibliography 
of Ohio (No. 813) states the only known copy of it is in 
Harvard College Library. This is erroneous at this time 
but we know of no more than three or four copies of it 
being in existence. There is none in the Library of Con-^ 
gress, but there is one in the New York Public Library. 
This petition was sent in before the opening up of the 
Ohio Land Company's purchases at Marietta. Sac- 
kett in his memorial bases his request on the need for 
the settlement of a strong English colony in this sec^ 
tion that would tend to preserve the Northwest 
territory to the English against the French encroach-^ 
ments. With the pamphlet is a map by Birch, of 
New York, showing the tract of land petitioned for.

The early Navigators and Western Pilots are most important 
records of the early waterways of the state, and as the Society 
has quite au extended collection of these we were pleased to have 
come in under these funds the Cumming^s Western Pilot for 1845 
and 1848; also Zadok Cramer, ''The Natngator" for 1814.

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THE MUSEUM 

Interest in the Museum is constantly growing' 
especially among the school children of all ages and 
a much larger number of classes have visited the 
building this year than ever before. While this is 
encouraging, there is much that is discouraging in 
connection with this important field of our work. 

The cases are too full ; exhibits are crowded and con- 
densed into such a small space that they loose much 
of their educational value. Many collections have 
been stored away. It is extremely difficult to find 
room for new accessions. 

The walls of the building are completely covered 
with pictures, and in order to make room for new 
ones^ the old ones have to be displaced. Himdreds 
of valuable and interesting pictures, broadsides, etc. 
could be exhibited if wall space could be had. Items 
that we purchase we can put on display or not, as may 
seem best, but in accepting gifts they are more often 
given with the condition attached that they be properly 
exhibited and labelled and this precludes the storing^ 
of these gifts, even if space for storage was to be had 
in the building. 

But what is true in connection with the Museum 
is likewise true with the library as. we have called to 
your attention elsewhere in this report.

Table and spatula used by physicians in 
the early days. 

Mr. J. O. Bates, throu^ the courtesy of Wm. M. Pattison. 
Flag of the ld5th Field Artillery, 62nd Brigade, 87th Division, 
nudku^ of whfch Was the old ''Troop A" of Cleveland. This flag 
was carried by J. O. Bates as Guidon man in the Argonne Mar- 
bourg Sector. This is a most valuable record, representing one 
side of Cleveland's participation in the World War. 

Mr. J. B. Perkins. A section of a tree which stood on the 
farm of Charles Webster on the southeast side of Little Mountain, 
showing distinctly the girdle mark on this tree which was one of 
several, marking the old "Girdled Road." This Mr. Perkins had 
nicely framed and is a most interesting relic of the pioneer days 
of one of the first roads on the Reserve. 

Estate of Theodore Kerns. Nine bronze vases, a very 
early English cast iron kettle brought to this country in the early 
days, an old fashioned powder pouch, sundial, battle axe, also 
a coUection of carved ivory pieces, something over 80 pieces in 
all, Indian buckskin beaded bag, two Navaho bags and other 
curios. 

An iron Camp-kettle of Capt. Jonathan 
Hull, uaed during General Anthony Wayne's campaign against 
the hostile Indian tribes under Chief Tecumseh, 1793.

George Trumbull Ladd Collection 

Our Society is always pleased to receive any re- 
cords or tokens of honor that have been awarded to 
the sons and daughters of the Western Reserve. We 
especially appreciate those which Dr. Ladd has sent 
in, not only for their historic and intrinsic vidue, but 
because they are token)? of appreciation and the re- 
cognition of high scholarship and valuable services 
rendered to the Japanese Government, both in intel- 
lectual and ethical instruction, by a man whose parents 
not only were bom on the Reserve, but also whose 
great-grandfather and grandfather with his wife Ruby 
Brewster (a direct descendant of Elder Williams Brew- 
ster of the Pilgrim days) were among the earlier pio- 
neers to leave the mother state of Connecticut, to 
make a home for themselves on the Reserve. It is ex- 
tremely interesting to read of the experiences of these 
pioneers on their trip westward ; first by an ox team as 
far as Buffalo, then on account of impassable roads, on 
board an old schooner which was driven by storm into 
Erie, Pa. The slow journey from this point on to 
Painesville over roads hardly discemable in the severe 
winter weather; the generous reception given to them at 
Painesville by Colonel Paine, who turned over to them 
his log cabin for a home, as he had just moved into a 
new frame dwelling house, and finally their settlement 
at Madison, Ohio. 

Dr. Ladd, the grandson, was educated at Western 
Reserve College, afterwards entering the profession 
of teaching. For ten years he was professor of Mental 
and Moral Philosophy at Bowdoin College and this 
was followed by a quarter of a century of services in 
the same field at Yale. In the summers of 1892 and 
1899, on special invitation of the Imperial Educational 
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Society and the Imperial Umversity at Tokyo, Dr. 
Ladd lectured in Japan. In 1907 he was the guest 
and "unoffiicial a:dviser" of Prince Ito in Korea. 
It was in appreciation of the work done in Japan that 
the honors represented by the following tokens were 
bestowed on Dr. Ladd. These, as a true son of the 
Reserve, Dr. Ladd now in his eightieth year has sent 
to us for permanent preservation. 

We briefly enumerate the items received : 

(1) The "Lion Vase." Solid silver responsee. Gift of Prince 
Ito. This was given in recognition of Dr. Ladd's services as ''un- 
official adviser'* in Korea in the spring of 1907. It was greatly 
admired when exhibited by the manufacturers in Tokyo, and al£K> 
by Professors Weir and Eaton of the Yale Art School, especially 
for its Oriental subtlety in suggestion of ''strength held in re- 
serve." Professor Eaton considers it finer than any delineation 
of the lion he had seen in Europe. 

(i) Two Kakemonos, illustrating the historical incident 
recorded on page 894 of Brinkley's shorter "History of the Japan- 
ese People." They were painted by Teragaki Kogyo ("Brush- 
name" Hironavi). The title of this first Elakemono is "Kusunoki 
Masashige parting from his son, Masatsura, at Sajcurai." Title 
of the second is "The Mother of Matsatsura dissuading him from 
an attempt at Suicide." These pictures were painted after a 
minute study of the "Taiheiki," book XVI, and of costumes of 
the period which the Government allowed to be taken for this 
purpose from the Impdiial Museum. After painting these Kake- 
monos the artist became one of the two most celebrated in Japan 
and was made court painter. He died of influenza in 1918. 
Better examples of Japanese costumes would be hard to find. 

(8) Wood Carving. Modem and given by the Imperial 
University for service in 1899. It is undercut from a single 
piece of camphor wood, and for delicacy and lifelikeness is unex- 
ampled. The committee of experts to whom it was sub-mitted 
to determine whether it was worthy of being a gift of the Univer- 
sity, responded that it could not hk reproduced and should be 
kept among the art treasurers of the Emperor. 

(4) Pair of Cloissone Vases. These vases were given to 
Dr. Ladd as the subscription on the bottom shows, in token of 
his lectures at the Sunmier School of Hakone in 1892. Hiey are, 
therefore, modem; but the art-work is very good, the illustra- 
tions varied, and the ground color is rarely beautiful. 

(5) Lacquer Manuscript Box. This box was designed for 
and used by some noble of the Tokugawa family for holding his 
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manuscripts. It was given to Dr. Ladd in 1907 by J. Kano, 
President of the Higher Normal School in Tokyo, who is an ex- 
pert in art objects, as well as the author of a special kind Ju-do. 
(6) Bronze Cake Dish. This was given by Dr. Ladd in 
gratitude by Professor Morita who, after studying many years in 
this country^ went back to teach philosophy in Dc^isa, the 
Christian University in Kj^to. It is, besides the spirited and 
lifelike struggle delineated on the cover, a fine example of the 
best Japanese bronze, which for color and sonorousness cannot 
be matched anywhere else in the world. 

J. D. Cox Collection op 
Washington Medals 

To the collection of Washington Medals purchased 
some three years ago and to which a large addition 
was made year before last, an additional collection was 
purchased this year, consisting of 158 medals not 
previously in Mr. Cox's collection, of which number 
only eighty-seven are noted in "Baker's Medallic 
Portraits of Washington." Of these valuable additions 
we note a few of the more uncommon ones : 

Baker No. 25. Washmgton Half DoUar, 1792. A fine 
uncirculated specimen of this rare issue. 

Baker No. 48. ''Washington Before Boston Medal.*' Struck 
on tin. Baker enumerates only silver and bronze. This is unique. 
The dies of this rare medal are in the Museum of the Mint at 
Paris, France. 

Baker No. 84. Known as the 'Tame Medal,*' a beautiful 
bronze medal and among the rarer issues. 

Baker No. 86. "The Defender of liberty." Of this medal 
only one other is known, and that is in the United States AGnt 
Collection. This is an extremely crude lead medal. 

To describe these medals in an interesting and 
satisfactory manner would require a book larger than 
this entire report, and to convey an idea of their beauty 
in many cases and uniqueness in others could only be 
done by photographic reproductions. When one stops 
and thinks of Uiousands of items that have been issued 
in printed book form, almost as large a number of 
portraits painted and engraved, and the medals 
struck more numerously than any of any other Ameri- 
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can, it tends to show the hold that the "Father of our 
Country" has on the hearts of all Americans. Our 
Society can feel proud that in one way of honoring 
his name, viz., in the field of medallic portraits, 
we stand second to none.

Our coin collection each year is growing steadily 
and when facilities will permit their display a most 
interesting addition for the public will be made to our 
museum exhibits.

By the will of the late Theodore Kerns, the Society 
received his collection of rare coins and curios in the 
way of carved ivory, bronze vases, etc., that he had 
collected in various parts of the world. These have 
just been received by the Society. A collection of 
over 1500 coins of which something over 400 are 
silver and nickle, five are gold coins of Greece and 
Rome, 15 gold coins of California of various dates and 
the balance are copper and bronze of which 34 i^*e 
Greek coins and 120 Roman. The others are from 
various foreign countries, and man^ American issues. 
This collection makes a very valuable addition to our 
constantly increasing collections along this line.

Large framed oil painting of Mr. David B. Sexton, 
an early settler and enterprising citizen of Cleveland. 

Mlss Mary L. W. Morse. Large photograph of Turhand 
Kirtland. 

Mr. George S. RusselL Album containing pictures of the 
Cleveland Gattling Gun Battery; also large album of the or- 
ganizers and members of Cleveland Gattling Gun Battery.

POSTAGE STAMPS 

Onfe department of our wprk that we have done 
less in, perhaps, than in any other is that of postage 
stamps. It is claimed by many there is no more 
instructive and interesting form of collecting than in 
the collecting of postage stamps of the various coun- 
tries. It is probably indulged in more largely, from 
the ease that a small collection can be formed, especially 
by boys and oftentimes girls, as well as a large group 
of adults. 

The Society has had for years a fairly good collec- 
tion of miscellaneous stamps, but owing to lack of 
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help these have never been classified nor put in shape 
as is the case of many other miscellaneous collections 
that we have formed. Among our youthful visitors 
there has been more demand on us to see what we have 
in these collections than ai^y one other. We have 
been very careful indeed to preserve everything that 
has come to us in the way of stamps and we hope the 
day will come when we can get these in shape for dis- 
play purposes and to encourage collecting along this 
line. There is no greater aid to anyone, old or young, 
in the study of geography and history than in the 
careful collecting of stamps or coins, and it is one of 
the duties of this Society to do everything possible 
along this line. 

There are many stamp collectors in tjie city of 
Cleveland and vicinity who I am sure would be willing 
to i^d in extending our collection of postage stamps, 
and we will be most appreciative for any additions 
that may be received. 

One outstanding collection has come in to us re- 
cently and that is a full collection of Japanese stamps 
that hais been given to us through the courtesy of 
Mrs. George Trumbull Ladd. Mrs. Ladd states in 
making her gift to the Society that some twenty 
years ago the Japanese Government prepared a book 
consisting of the actual specimens, not "mere copies,'* 
of all the postage stamps issued to that date for the 
International Postage Convention, and of which she 
was very fortunate in getting one of the sets. This 
collection embraces the various separate stamps, a 
full collection of postal cards and stamped envelopes.

These Articles of Incorporation of 

The Western Reserve Historical Society 

Witnesseth: That we, the undersigned, all of whom are citizens 
of the State of Ohio, desiring to form a corporation not for profit, 
under the general corporation laws of said State, do hereby 
certify: 

First. The name of said corporation shall be The Western 
Reserve Historical Society. 

Second. Said corporation shall be located and its principal 
business transacted at the City of Cleveland, in Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio. 

Third. The purpose for which said corporation is formed b 
not profit, but is to discover, collect and preserve whatever relates 
to the history, biography, genealogy, and antiquities of Ohio and 
the West, and of the people dwelling therein, including the physical 
history and condition of the State; to maintain a museum and 
library, and to extend knowledge upon the subjects mentioned, by 
literary meetings, by publication and by other proper means.

Horace Bassett Corner 

On December 23, 1921, death came to one of Cleve- 
land's oldest bankers, Mr. Horace Bassett Corner. He was 
fK>m in McConnellsville, Ohio, June 26, 1846, the eldest 
son of William Merrill and Mary (Bassett) Corner. While 
still a child his parents moved to Cleveland and it was 
here he received his common school education. This later 
was supplemented, so he would be well equipped for a

business career, which he had decided on, with a two-years 
course in a commercial school at Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 
On his return to Cleveland in 1868 he entered the insurance 
business with F. W. Pelton. 

Shortly after the Citizens Savings and Loan Association 
(now The Union Trust Company) opened up. Mr. Corner 
left the insurance business and entered that of banking. 
This bank, which today has the largest capitalization of 
any in Cleveland and one of the largest in the United States, 
with hundreds of officers and employees, then had only 
nine officers, including the Finance Committee, and no 
other employee except Mr. Corner who became its book- 
keeper. From this position he was promoted as time went 
on to that of Secretary and Assistant Treasurer; then to 
Secretary and Treasurer. In 1903 he was made Vice Presi- 
dent, which position he held until his death. He also served 
on the Board of Directors from 1889. 

But Mr. Corner's interests reached outside of the Bank. 
He was a Director and Treasurer of the Kalamazoo, Allegan 
and Grand Rapids Railroad Company; the Treasurer of 
the Lake View Cemetery Association for a number of years; 
Treasurer of the Western Reserve Historical Society from 
1895 to 1907; a Trustee and the Treasurer of the Garfield 
Memorial Association and the Treasurer of the old Bethel 
Union. 

In social as in business life, Mr. Corner had a large 
acquaintance. He was a member of the Union, Country 
and the old Colonial Club; of the latter he served for a 
time as President. 

To all positions of trust Mr. Corner gave the most 
careful attention and his uprightness, keen insight and 
clear judgment made his aid sought by many. 

Living through the period of Cleveland's most remark- 
able growth, he was deeply interested in all civic matters 
and gave unstintingly that this development might be 
sound and based on good government. 

On November 26, 1884, Mr. Corner was married to 
Amelia Coolman Ranney, daughter of Henry Clay and 
Helen (Burgess) Ranney. Mr. Ranney was President of the 
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Western Reserve Historical Society from 1895 to 1901 
and it was through his influence that Mr. Corner accepted 
the position of Treasurer, which he held so many years. 
To Mr. and Mrs. Corner were born two sons, Kenneth 
R. Corner, who, with his wife, formerly Eleanor Cushing 
of Boston, lives near Annapolis, Maryland, and H. Ranney 
Comer, who married Ruth MacWilliams and now resides 
at Hudson, Ohio. The boys and their mother survive Mr. 
Corner, 

Daniel R. Hanna 

Mr. Daniel R. Hanna, son of the late Senator Marcus 
A. Hanna, passed away at his home. The Croft, Ossining, 
N. Y., November 3, 1921. He was born in Cleveland, 
December 26, 1866. After receiving his schooling he entered 
his father's business, becoming a partner in the M. A. Hanna 
& Company, one of the foremost iron and coal industrial 
firms in the country. During his connection with this firm 
from 1 891 to 191 5> he was prominent in the development of 
the iron ore industries of the Great Lakes; also in the blast 
furnace and lake shipping industries. Like his father he 
was deeply interested in politics, although he never accepted 
a public ofKce, but as an ardent admirer of Theodore 
Roosevelt, as well as a close friend, he warmly favored and 
enthusiastically backed him in his various campaigns. 
This aid was made more effectual through the purchase, 
by Mr. Hanna, of the Cleveland Leader, the morning 
edition of which he later discontinued, centering his efforts 
on the News, supplemented by the Sunday issue. The 
Leader-News. 

Again as Senator Hanna, the father, was interested in 
the theatrical life of Cleveland and built the old Opera 
House, which only this year has been demolished, so the 
son, feeling Cleveland should have a more up-to-date house 
for the production of first class plays, built the new Hanna 
Building in which the beautiful Hanna Theatre is located, 
in honor of his father, whom he almost idealized. Some years 
before he had built the Leader-News Building. These two 
buildings will remain for many years as monuments to his 
business sagacity and his faith in Greater Cleveland. Mr. 
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Hanna, up to his death, had other plans in mind that would 
add still further to Cleveland's prestige among the larger 
cities of the United States. 

He also became deeply interested in agriculture and gave 
to it the same thorough business attention that he did to 
his other occupations. His model farm at Ravenna was 
known all over the country. He, however, did not confine 
his attention to his own farm alone, but was deeply and 
generously interested in the betterment of farming condi- 
tions for all in his community. 

Mr. Hanna is survived by his mother, Mrs. Marcus A. 
Hanna, his two sisters, Mrs. Medill McCormick and Mrs. 
Hsury A. Parsons, and by eight children, Mark A. Hanna^ 
Carl H. Hanna, Dan R. Hanna, Jr., and the Misses Elizabeth^ 
Natalie, Ruth, Charlotte and Mary Hanna. 

Colgate Hoyt 

Mr. Colgate Hoyt, a life member of the Society, was 
born in Cleveland, Ohio, March 2, 1849. ^^^ father, Hon. 
James M. Hoyt, was one of Cleveland's most representative 
citizens and an eminent practitioner at the bar; a man of 
pronounced influence in social and political aflairs, honored 
and loved in the community in which he lived. His mother 
was a woman of singularly rare and attractive traits of 
character, and was the charm and grace in all society in 
which she moved. Colgate Hoyt's early education was 
obt^ned in the private and public schools of Cleveland. 
At the age of fifteen he entered Phillips Academy at Andover, 
Mass., but as the result of an injury to one of his eyes, he 
returned home and entered upon a business career in the 
hardware store of Colwells and * Bingham of Cleveland. 
Later he became partner in his father's business of buying 
and selling real estate, and retained substantial real estate 
interests in Cleveland throughout his life. 

In 1 88 1 he moved to New York City, where he became 
a partner in the firm of James B. Colgate and Co. In 1882 
President Arthur appointed him government director of the 
Union Pacific Railway, and in 1884 he was elected a regular 
director. Later, he and his colleagues transferred their 
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interests to the Northern Pacific Railroad and Mr. Hoyt 
was elected a member of the executive and financial com- 
mittees of the Board of Directors of that road and Vice 
President of some of its principal branch lines. In 1884 he 
became actively identified with the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad and pushed the continuation of that line west to 
St. Paul and south to Chicago, at which latter point he 
helped to organize and finance the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific Railway, which owned large terminals in the center 
of the city. In 1889 he was elected Vice-President of the 
Or^on and Transcontinental Company. He organized 
and financed the Spanish American Iron Mines of Cuba, 
which was afterwards sold to the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany and now is a part of the Bethlehem Steel Corporation. 
In 1889 ^^ became identified with the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway Company, and for twenty years served 
on its board and as Vice-President. 

He was President of the Automobile Club of America, 
Vice-President of the Aero Club for some years, the Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Society of New York, a Trustee of Brown 
University, the d^ee of A. M. being conferred on Mr. 
Hoyt by Rochester University. 

Mr. Hoyt was a member of a large number of social 
clubs and patriotic societies of New York and elsewhere. 
He was the senior member of Colgate Hoyt and Company. 

In 1873 Mr. Hoyt married Lida W. Sherman, third 
daughter of Judge Charles T. Sherman and niece of General 
W. T. Sherman and Senator John Sherman. There were 
five children born of this marriage, of whom four are living, 
Charles Sherman Hoyt, Miss Anne Sherman Hoyt, Colgate 
Hoyt, Jr., and Elizabeth Sherman Hoyt, all of New York. 
Mrs. Hoyt died in 1908. In 191 2 Mr. Hoyt married Mrs. 
Katherine Sharp Cheesman of New York. 

After a brief illness, Mr. Hoyt passed away, January 30, 
1922, at his home at Oyster Bay, New York. He was a 
brother of James H. Hoyt, who died some five years ago, 
and an uncle of Elton Hoyt and Mrs. Amasa Stone Mather 
of Cleveland. 



THE LIBRARY 

The Library has shown the same consistent increase 
that it has maintained during the past several years and 
although one year may see the emphasis placed on some 
special line rather than on others, yet it evens up very 
satisfactorily as the years go on. 

We have a very small, but extremely loyal and interested 
force to carry on the work. Just as the last report was being 
finished the Director's secretary, Mrs. Sarah Louise Webb, 
was suddenly called by death. Her last thoughts were of 
the Annual Report, which she was engaged in copying at 
the time she was taken ill. For some seven years she threw 
her whole heart into the work of the Society. She had a rare 
spirit and lovely disposition. No matter how trying or dis- 
couraging the work 'might be, she always found a bright 
side to it. With a deep sympathetic feeling she became 
interested in the problems of all, whether they were those of 
the barefooted urchin that came in to ask the thousand and 
one questions that only a child can ask, or of the more 
serious seeker with his perplexing ones. Her welcome was 
felt by all. There ought to be some way that a life so 
unselfishly lived as Mrs. Webb lived hers could be portrayed. 
It was a choice privilege to have had one so thoughtful, so 
patient, so cheerful and that which counts for so much 
in one's business associates, an untiring interest in all the 
various activities the Society is engaged in. She is missed, 
not only by the staff, but by all who came to the library 
during the time of her connection with the Society. 

Last July our cataloger. Miss Judson, while on her 
vacation was taken ill and compelled to give up her connec- 
tion with the Society. We have not filled the vacancy yet, 
but shall have to this year, if possible. We have been com- 
pelled to rearrange a large part of the books on the third 
floor, due to our crowded condition. This we could do prob- 
ably better in the absence of the cataloger, as it required 
the whole space and all the help we had. I might mention 
in this connection that a large proportion of our assistants* 
time is employed in constantly moving and shifting to mak^ 
room for the new additions. The tops of the shelves, odd 
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comers and every inch of space have been utilized on the 
second and third floors. 

The Museum floor has been crowded for years and even 
the relief that might be gained by turning over to the 
Natural History Museum such items as may fall more 
properly into their collection than ours, would hardly be 
noticeable. 

The basement is even more congested than the other 
floors. 

Reference Work 

This work is constantly increasing. The demands are 
most varied, although genealogical work will always occupy 
a large portion of it. There is never a day now that there are 
hot researchers present in the library and on our busy days 
it is taxed to its limit. 

In addition to the general reference work, our reference 
librarian has commenced a check list of Cleveland por- 
traits and views. There is quite a heavy demand along this 
line and, as many of these early views and portraits are 
to be foimd only in old volumes that are unindexed, it is 
our intention to card everything in the way of Cleveland 
illustrations that may be found, whether in newspapers, 
periodicals, books, pamphlets, or separate. This will prove 
of increasing value as it becomes enlarged. With the small 
force we have it can only be done in the odd moments of 
the reference librarian. 

Another piece of work that we hope to start as soon as 
possible is the indexing of local history items in the various 
newspapers.

These registers are of the greatest value in tracing the 
English progenitors of American families, as they cover the 
records of the English parishes from the beginning down well 
into the nineteenth century. As the publishers complete 
the records of any one parish, indexes are made for the set, 
which makes them far more valuable for the genealogical 
worker. It will probably be some years before the work is 
completed. 

Besides the town histories, many of which bear the most 
valuable genealogical records, we have been fortunate in 
getting quite a number of valuable additions to this depart- 
ment, largely through gifts and exchanges, as we have had 
no funds for some two or three years to purchase books in 
this line.

Pennsylvania history, which has been sponsored by 
Mr. L. A. Murfey for the past few years, has received some 
interesting and valuable additions during the year. The 
reference librarians note that, as the collections of these 
various states are developed, a corresponding increase in 
the demand for the books bearing on their history comes. 
We have been woefully short on the histories of some of 
the Eastern states, and especially is this true of the old 
Keystone State. 

This year a number of early Pittsburgh imprints have 
been added. Pittsburgh was the last station in the Eastern 
states before you reached the Ohio. Many of the early books 
pertaining to the Western states were printed there and in 
other parts of Western Pennsylvania. 

It was in Pittsburgh that Zadoc Cramer published, for 
a number of years, the Navigator, which was used by the 
old Ohio River captains in piloting their boats up and down 
the Ohio, the Mississippi and its tributaries. Of the Navi- 
gator we are fortunate in having copies of all the various 
editions after the fourth, having added the extremely rare 
1806 edition this year. 
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In the pioneer times congregational singing held no small 
part in the public worship, and a number of very early 
books on psalmody were published in the West. The Society 
has a number of these interesting old tune books and this 
year purchased a copy of Lewis's "Beauties of Harmony," 
published in Pittsburgh in 18 18. We enumerate a few of the 
early Pittsburgh imprints added to Mr. Murfey's collection:

Mr. Palmer's interest in the Society has been mani- 
fested in so many ways before and during the ten years he 
has served as its president, that it is extremely difficult to 
do Justice to it. The magnificent collection on the Civil War, 
which has been the envy of all, and which he so generously 
gave to the Society, has received through all the years, 
since the gift was made, the most liberal support. To 
attempt to describe the many valuable items received this 
past year is more than we can hope to do, and only a small 
part can even be enumerated. Many of the items are simply 
unique. The collection of Confederate publications and 
music added this year is a fine addition to the subject, the 
collection of which ranks with the first in this country. 
Several rare r^mentals have also come in. 

Extensive additions have been made in the slavery and 
Lincolniana collections. The newspapers obtained covering 
the war period are most welcome as they are constantly 
sought for. Amongst the pictures and photographs received, 
one large album of photographs of Gettysburg is very com- 
prehensive of this, the greatest battle of the Civil War. 

Mr. Palmer's interest, deep as it naturally is in the Civil 
War, is shown also in other lines. Every little while, from 
some mysterious source at home, he brings forth a rare 
item, oftentimes a number of them, on Americana and 
brings them in; as has been noticed in other divisions of 
this report.

Broadsides 

Rev. Franklin N. Sweet, D. D., who was in the service 
of the Y. M. C. A. in France during the World War, has 
presented the Society with seventy-eight posters and maps 
from the Y. M. C. A. Headquarters at St. Nazaire. 

This is more than an ordinary collection of posters, 
for these were in actual use in the headquarters of the 
Association. Many of them were made by hand. 

The maps are of France and Western Europe and were 
spread on the tables where they could be easily consulted. 
Dr. Sweet made the statement that probably one hundred 
thousand boys had come in and leaned over the maps to 
study their positions or the battie fronts towards which 
they were moving. Many places on the maps have been 
worn through by the touch of the boys' fingers in pointing 
these places out to others. 

The human side of such collections is most interesting 
and one cannot glance over them without stopping and 
meditating what the thoughts of our own boys, many of 
whom never returned, must have been while poring over 
these. 

A large number of early Ohio Broadsides have been 
obtained this year, probably more than in any ten former 
years of our collecting. Early broadsides are always inter- 
esting and valuable, for, on account of being single sheets, 
they are easily destroyed, very few of them surviving the 
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wrecks of time. It is our intention, as soon as possible, 
to card index all, as the Society has accumulated a very 
large collection. It is hard to give a brief title to a broadside 
that will properly describe it, so we mention just a few :

Manuscripts 

We are pleased to be able to state that this past summer 
we have started to catalog our manuscripts. The accumula- 
tion of material in this department has grown steadily and 
has been stowed away, owing to lack of sufficient help to 
handle it properly. We could always safely say that a manu- 
script once received was somewhere in the collection, but 
to find it when called for at times took hours of worrying 
search, often with many disappointments. We have not 
attempted to calendar these papers or to catalog minutely, 
yet the work is being done so we will be able to find quickly 
the greater portion of the manuscripts. 

The General Simon Perkins manuscripts have been 
classified and placed in special cases. This collection, dealing 
with the very b^nnings of the Western Reserve, covers, 
to a large extent, the land transactions of the Connecticut 
Land Co. and its subsidiary, the Erie Land Co. General 
Perkins, one of the foremost men on the Reserve, was 
naturally a leader in many Ohio activities. As we went 
through the collection there was found much pertaining 
to the early educational institutions of the State; the 
development of the postal routes of the West; the early 
banks (as Gen. Perkins was the founder and President of 
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the Western Reserve Bank of Warren, chartered February 
20, 1 81 2, the fourth to be started in Ohio); the canal system 
of the State, and, as General Perkins was a Brigadier 
General in the War of 1 812, a considerable correspondence 
bearing on this war. 

The Turhand Kirtland manuscripts, which we received 
some years ago from Miss Morse of Poland, have also been 
arranged and filed similarly to the Perkins papers, as they 
bear largely on the same subjects. 

The papers of Elisha Whittlesey are now being opened. 
There are several large packing cases of these and many 
valuable items are being discovered. Only a very small 
portion of these papers has yet been handled. 

Mr. David Meade Massie of Chillicothe has presented 
to the Society the papers of his grandfather, Nathaniel 
Massie. These papers supplement a collection of some ten 
thousand pieces, obtained some years back, of the manu- 
scripts, surveys and other records of the lands in Ohio 
known as the Virginia Military Lands. They were largely 
made by Nathaniel Massie and Duncan McArthur. 
Nathaniel Massie was born in Virginia, December 28, 
1763. When near his majority he set out to Kentucky to 
settle on lands located by Daniel Boone for his father, 
Nathaniel Massie, Sr. His services, in locating lands in 
Kentucky on grants given by Virginia to her Revolutionary 
pensioners, were eagerly sought after. From 1791 to 1801 
he was actively engaged in locating and surveying tracts 
of land in Ohio. It is largely these subjects and his own 
commercial ventures in those early days that the collection 
covers. 

In a biography, a copy of which has been given to the 
Society, Mr. David Meade Massie has delightfully por- 
trayed the life of his grandfather, which has always and 
will continue to impress the minds of all who become ac- 
quainted with it of the vast debt Ohio owes to him. I wish 
it were possible in this brief report to do justice to this 
man, who had so much to do with the formulation of the 
very foundations of Ohio. The Society appreciates the honor 
Mr. Massie has shown it in entrusting these papers to its care. 
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We have purchased a collection of over 800 original 
surveys of Louisiana and the Mississippi District from 1768 
to 1803. These are signed by Governors Estevan Miro, 
Baron de Garondelet, General Manuel Gayoso de Lemos, 
Carlos Trudeau, Surveyor General, William Dunbar, Sur- 
veyor to the United States for the Louisiana Purchase, 
and others. 

Some are voluminous documents of fifteen pages or 
more, and all have the original map of the survey. They 
include papers covering the Frencli settlement of Biloxi, 
the residence of Jefferson Davis. 

Also obtained two manuscript books, written by Charles 
Hicks, comprising copies of his letters and accounts in 
Florida, 1738 to 1745. Chas. Hicks was the direct ancestor 
of the family which formed the branch of the Quakers 
known as the "Hicksites." 

An early will, dated New Orleans, 1789, consisting of 
20 folio pages, listing and disposing of personal property 
and 45 negro slaves, was also purchased. This is an early 
and interesting slave document under the Spanish r^me.

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Newspapers and Periodicals 

As we collect the data for the year's addition to the 
Society's collection, we find that the emphasis this year, 
due to certain conditions and opportunities, has been more 
heavily placed on newspapers than in any one previous 
year. About one thousand volumes of newspapers have been 
added and these are largely Ohio. The demands for the 
newspaper files are increasing from year to year. It is inter- 
esting to note the high value placed on the records that are 
to be found only in the old newspapers of this or that locality. 
It is no uncommon event to have prominent attorneys 
and searchers come several hundred miles to study these 
files. Centralizing these files has increased their usefulness 
a thousand fold. 

One outstanding collection has been acquired through 
the generosity of two of our members, Messrs. L. C. Hanna, 
Jr., and H. M. Hanna, Jr. About one hundred and sixty 
volumes of newspapers of New Lisbon, O., have been pur- 
chased and rebound. Lisbon was the home of Dr. Leonard 
C. Hanna, grandfather of the donors of these files, and in 
this town his sons, Senator Marcus A. Hanna, Howard M. 
Hanna and Leonard C. Hanna were born. Dr. Hanna, 
the grandfather, was active in the political and social life 
of Lisbon and Columbiana County, and these papers refer 
very frequently to these activities. For years we have been 
searching for the Lisbon papers and, if it had not been 
for the assistance of the Hannas, it would have been im- 
possible to obtain these files even after they had been 
found and offered to us.

THE MUSEUM 

Whenever the subject of the Museum comes up, one 
thing, viz: lack of room, seems to stand out so prominently 
that it is apt to shut out the good things that can be sud 
of it and its great usefulness to the public. This is greatly 
due to the consciousness of what this Museum could mean 
to the community in its great educational value if the collec- 
tions were properly displayed and intelligently placed before 
the public schools and the general public. Until the day 
comes when we can have a building where the visualized 
life of our pioneers and their predecessors, the American 
Indians, can be properly displayed we must, as we are 
endeavoring to do, make the best of the facilities we now 
have. 

During the year several meetings of the Directors of 
the Art Museum, the Natural History Museum, the Museum 
of the Cleveland School of Education, and the Western 
Reserve Historical Society have been held. These meetings 
are proving of the greatest value in obtaining the funda- 
mental ideals of each of our museums. Quite naturally, 
since for over forty years this Society's Museum was the 
only one in Cleveland, a number of lines in collecting have 
been followed by us, which, now that the other museums 
are started, there is no longer need of our continuing. 
Duplication of work should be carefully avoided. There 
are many problems to be considered and discussed. In the 
conferences thus far the most cordial relations have existed 
and the desire expressed on the part of all the Directors to 
make each of our public museums the best of its kind, giving 
to Cleveland institutions that the public will be proud of 
and that will be of the greatest educational value to her 
citizens. 

The Museum of our Society naturally constitutes only 
a part of our work, but an important part, and should be 
placed on a higher level than ever before. The three public 
museums should be located near each other, as their work 
in many ways dovetails and their facilities can be utilized 
to far greater advantage if within short distance of each 
other. This, fortunately, might be made possible at this 
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time, as the Natural History Museum is not permanently 
located as yet and we have outgrown our building and site. 
A new location with a suitable building is the crying need 
of the hour.

That which is true of the places of Cleveland is equally 
true of her citizens. Those whose lives mean so much to 
Cleveland are constantly passing on and we see their 
familiar faces no more. We shall love to see their portraits 
in the days to come and call the attention of our children 
to ths one and that, to whose foresight, philanthropy or 
wise direction this or that monumental work must be attrib- 
uted; to the face of that teacher or preacher whose un- 
selfish and unswerving loyalty to service and love of hu- 
manity has been the great molding influence in the lives of 
so many. 

What we say of Cleveland applies equally to the Western 
Reserve and Ohio and we are pleased that so many of our 
friends have remembered us in this connection.

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Mr. Moore has also informed us that he will make por- 
traits of all of the members of the Historical Society, so 
that ultimately we may have bound volumes of our own 
membership. 

Our Society seems to be the proper repository for these 
volumes and, as we are endeavoring to preserve the por- 
traits of our leading citizens as far as they can be obtained, 
it makes it of great value to us to have these photographs 
that these photographers are sending us from time to time. 
It would be extremely difficult for us to get these together 
under any other system. 

By far the largest single collection of portraits received 
came as the gift of Mr. Augustus Hartz, who for so many 
years was the manager of the Opera House. During the past 
half century, Clevelanders and others have passed through 
the lobby and into the offices of the Opera House and have 
seen the collection of their favorite actors and actresses 
grow steadily, as this one or that presented his portrait to 
Mr. Hartz and in nearly every case autographed. 

These pictures have become a part of that side of Cleve- 
land's life that is made more enjoyable and often greatly 
enriched by the good play or musical production. The 
leading actors and actresses of the world, many of them 
now no longer with us, have at one time or another appeared 
before our citizens, and to have these mementos of what 
have been to many, happy and inspirational hours means 
a great deal. We shall have to wait for a new building before 
we can do full justice to this most generous gift of Mr. 
Hartz, but they are safe and will be preserved as one collec- 
tion for coming generations, who will be interested in seeing 
these favorites of their ancestors. 

The J. D. Cox Collection of Washington Medals 

Only occasionally do we have offered to us Washington 
medals that are not in our cabinet, and this year we were 
able to add only thirty-five to the fine collection Mr. Cox 
has presented to us. Three of these are listed in Baker's 
Medallic Portraits of Washington, viz: Baker No. 29, known 
as the "Grate Cent 1795," with the edge lettered "Payable 
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at London, Liverpool, or Bristol." This makes our set of 
the varieties of this Washington coin complete. Baker's 
No. 62 is listed only in silver and bronze, but we have added 
a variety in lead and also a unique variety of Baker's No. 
198. The balance of this addition, with one exception, con- 
sists of uncommon plaques, trial pieces and oddities. 

The one exception is a unique specimen of an Indian 
Peace Medal. From the time of King George I it was often 
the custom, as a means of commemorating a treaty between 
the nation and the various tribes of Indians, to present to 
the Chieftain of the tribe a medal bearing, on the obverse, 
oftentimes the portrait of the ruler or, in later years, of the 
President of the United States; on the reverse, some designs 
typifying Indian life. These were highly prized and the 
favored Indian Chieftain would wear this suspended around 
his neck. It is quite natural that these medals are very 
scarce, as only an occasional one gets into the open market. 
The one we have been fortunate in getting was found in 
the early 'forties between the logs of an old house on Dug 
Hill, a high bluff overlooking the Missouri River. It measures 
three inches in diameter and is made of pewter. On the 
verso is a portrait of Washington with his name underneath 
and a motto, "The Father of His Coimtry," aroimd the 
bust. On the reverse is a design of a pipe and a tomahawk 
crossed and underneath the words "Peace and Friendship." 
The top is pierced to permit it being suspended by a cord 
or ribbon. 

Numismatics 

This department of our work has received mpre attention 
the last year or two than ever before. The cases that Mr. 
Swasey presented have been not only an incentive for the 
proper classification of our coins and medals but also will 
make the handling of our collection a real pleasure. 

Some interesting and valuable gifts have been received 
and two outstanding collections have been purchased, both 
of which are of such extent as to place them among the best, 
if not the best, in any of the Historical Societies of this 
country. These deserve more than a passing mention. 
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Fractional Currency and 
Encased Stamps 

Including a few specimens, which we already had, the 
collection of fractional currency includes some 370 varieties. 
A few oddities and serial letters are still missing, some of 
which may yet be acquired. 

The encased stamps obtained number over one hundred 
specimens, including two different issues of the rare ninety 
cent stamp. 

Postal Currency, as the first issue of fractional currency 
was called, or "Shin Plasters," by which name these dimin- 
utive bills were known in common parlance, have always 
held a most interesting and choice place in the cabinets 
of our coin and paper money collectors. Springing into use 
as an attending result of a great war, they portray vividly 
the financial strait our nation was in, due to the hoarding 
of every form of metal coinage. Almost over night, when it 
became known that war had been declared between the 
North and the South, hoarding became practically universal; 
on the part of some, from fear that the government might 
be wrecked and that there would be a tangible value at all 
times in the gold and silver; on the part of others, from a 
feeling that they might reap exorbitant profits from them 
in the future. This made it almost impossible for business 
involving small change to be carried on. True, the notes 
of the State Banks and the demand notes of the government 
(issued in 1861 in denominations of ^5 and upwards and 
supplemented in 1862 with the issue of ^i and $2 bills) 
took care of the larger amounts. One can well imagine the 
annoyance and difficulty entailed on the part of all by the 
absence of small change. Conditions had to be met promptly. 
Locally merchants issued demand notes on themselves for 
small denominations, which they would accept for mer- 
chandise. Copper, brass and other alloy pieces, imitating 
the small copper cents, became very popular with merchants. 
These emanated to a great extent from Cincinnati, where 
they were made. They were issued frequently with the 
merchant's advertisement on one or both sides of the coin. 
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Fractional paper money was issued not only by the retail 
merchants but also by cities and other large corporations; 
but while these mediums would answer to a large extent 
at home, something was needed that could be used in inter- 
change between various communities. Postage stamps, 
being the one item left issued by the government that had 
a recognized value, were selected as a medium to be used 
in place of minor coins. These were sent, as they often are 
today, to liquidate small accounts. Some corporations and 
merchants had transparent envelopes printed, in which 
certain amounts of stamps were placed, the value being 
noted on the envelope, and these were sent back and forth. 
An enterprising die sinker, J. Gault, noting how quickly 
the wear and tear deteriorated the stamps, invented a brass 
holder with a mica protection in which stamps could be 
placed, showing under the mica their value and on the back 
the merchant's advertisement. The various denominations 
of stamps then issued by the government, viz: i, 3, 5, 10, 
12, 24, 30 and 90 cents, were used. Only some thirty mer- 
chants and manufacturers resorted to the use of encased 
stamps. 

To the Treasurer of the U. S., General F. E. Spinner, 
must be attributed the honor of being the first to call the 
attention of the government to the postal currency. He 
had various amounts of stamps pasted on small cards, 
which the Postoffice Department, on their attention being 
called to it, agreed to redeem when worn or defaced. G>n- 
gress recognized the convenience of this arrangement and 
passed an act on July 17, 1862, forbidding the issuance of 
money by individuals and authorizing the issuance of postal 
currency, which at first had the appearance of several stamps 
pasted side by side slightly overlapping. To still further 
carry out the resemblance the four sides of the bills were 
perforated. These bills were issued in denominations at 
first of 5, 10, 25 and 50 cents. In 1863 an essay for a 15 
cent bill was engraved, but, as the design included portraits 
of Gen. Grant and Gen. Sherman, who were living. Con- 
gress considered it unwise to print any public securities 
bearing the portraits of the living and forbade its issuance. 
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Nevertheless a number were issued and are eagerly sought 
by collectors. Later in the year, however, a 15 cent issue 
was printed bearing the portrait of Columbia, and in 1864 
a 3 cent note was added to the other denominations. The 
notes of the series are printed on various styles of paper, 
some being on a fine watermark paper bearing the initials 
of the Confederate States, the paper having been captured 
from blockade runners conveying it from England where 
it was made; some were signed by pen, others with engraved 
facsimile autographs. Various colors of ink were employed, 
and other devices used to make counterfeiting difficult. 
It is interesting to note how history repeats itself. The same 
conditions existed in many of the European countries during 
the World War and a vast amount of emergency money, 
in the form of paper issues, coins made of the cheapest 
metals, iron and aluminum and even porcelain and leather, 
was made. The encased stamp was also used in various 
parts of Europe. 

Another interesting item for lovers of numismatics in 
Cleveland is the formation of the Western Reserve Numis- 
matic Club, which, although not connected with our Society, 
is working in complete harmony with us and will prove a 
most valuable adjunct to our work. The local organization 
has become affiliated with the National Society, the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society. 

Dr. N. Stone Scott has contributed a very valuable 
collection of coins and a number of books on numismatics 
during the past year. The collection included nine mis- 
cellaneous medals, a framed assortment of Bible coins, a 
few of ancient Rome, about 100 old Vienna groschens that 
were excavated at Schweckhertz; interesting series of the 
Maundey money of the reign of Queen Victoria and King 
George IV. The larger part of the gift however consisted 
of the silver and baser metal coinage of a great number of 
European countries, from those the size of our silver dollar 
down to the smallest pieces.

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WALTER HARRIS AND SOME OF HIS 

DESCENDANTS 

1. Walter^ Harris was among the earlier settlers of 
Weymouth, Massachusets. It has been generally assumed 
that he arrived in Boston on June 5, 1632/ Hotten gives^ 
the names of sixteen men, among them Walter Harris 
and Edmond Wynsloe, who took the oath of allegiance on 
March 7, 1631-2, preparatory to going *Ho New-England to 
be resident there upon a plantacon". John Winthrop states' 
that the ship William and Francis left London on March 9 
and landed in Boston on June 5, 1632, bringing about sixty 
passengers. He mentions the names of three, Welde, 
Batchelor (neither of whom is found in Hotten's list), and 
"Mr. Winslow of Plymouth". The last is evidently Edward 
Winslow, returning to Plymouth after a journey to Europe. 
He must be presumed to be the "Edmond Wynsloe" of the 
list. There is little reason to doubt that the sixteen who 
had taken the oath only two days before, as well as others 
not found on the list, sailed on the William and Francis. 

Nothing has so far come to light about the life of 
Walter Harris in England. His place of residence there 
and his occupation are unknown. We are as ignorant about 
the antecedents of his wife, whose maiden name was Mary 
Fry. Their union certainly took place in England, for she 
mentions in her will, dated January 19, 1655, three married 
daughters, two of them with children. The older of the 
two sons was also married at the time of his mother's death. 
Some of her children were, therefore, bom in England, but 
the date of birth of none of them is known. 

Walter Harris was made freeman, that is, granted full 
political rights in the colony, on June 2, 1641.^ Hiere is,

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however, nothing to show when he settled in Weymouth, 
whether immediately after he landed in Boston or later. 
He was one of the appraisers of the estate of his brother- 
in-law William Fry, who died October 26, 1642. Fry's 
nmicupative will and the inventory of his estate are on 
record in the Boston court house. The will has also 
appeared" in print. The estate was inventoried at a trifle 
over £36. Among the bequests was ^^to Thomas Harris, 
Hiomas Rawlens & John Meggs his three sisters youngest 
children, each of them a kid". 

The third volume* of the publications of the Weymouth 
Historical Society contains an account of the origin of a list 
of landholders, with description of their property, found 
in the earliest of the town records. Internal evidence clearly 
establishes the date of preparation of the list as about 1643. 
In the second volume the list itself is printed, and the hold- 
ings of Walter Harris are described in detail. Among the 
items mentioned^ are ^^Eyght acres lying in Harrises Raing 
first given to Walter Harris'' and ^^Eyght acres in the mill 
furlonge first given to him the said Walter Harris". He 
owned these parcels, therefore, some years prior to the 
compilation of the list. He does not appear in a list^ of 
1636, which includes, however, his brother-in-law William 
Fry, but this list evidently does not contain the names of all 
the settlers and is not conclusive proof that he was not then 
living in Weymouth. A Copy of the 1st Vol. of the Old 
Town Record and also the original record, now much faded, 
are in the office of the town clerk at East Weymouth. Accord- 
ing to this record*, ^*at a Meeting of the Townsmen the 2d of 
the 12th mt (Fby) 1652" certain adjustments were ordered, 
and the names of those ^^that are to have lotts" are given, 
Walter Harris being among them.

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At the time of his death he was domiciled at New Lon- 
don, where a house lot was granted to ^^Walter Harries of 
Dorchester" on May 20, 1652. Dorchester thus makes some 
sort of connecting link between Weymouth and New London, 
but when he went there and how long he staid are not yet 
definitely established. He was one of the appraisers of the 
estate of John Pope of Dorchester. The original inventory, 
with the signature of Walter (a reproduction of which serves 
as the frontispiece of this book), bears the date of June 1, 
1649, and is preserved in the Boston court house. Prepara- 
tory to going to England, Edward Bullock of Dorchester made 
a will, dated July 25, 1649, in which he provided^^ that 
Walter Harris should have, in payment of a debt, *^a pecke 
of rye, for tryming for a hatt 7d or 8d". 

The early records of Dorchester, which are now accessi- 
ble in print, contain two allusions to Harris. In the first, the 
selectmen report** on "4 of 10 1648" that "for bro. Harris 
buildinge we have opposed it as not knowing him to have 
sufficient ground to set it up without further Leave from the 
Towne'\ Hiis might refer to some other Harris, but the 
second passage^' is indubitable. On "14 day of the 1 mo: 
52 or 53" it was "voted that whereas Walter Harris desireth 
a little p'cell of land . . . which he form'ly have enjoyed . • . 
it is by vote left unto the select men". This is rather puz- 
zling in view of the grant of land to him at Weymouth on 
February 12, 1652, though he was possibly not in actual 
residence there at the time, and the favorable action on his 
request for a house lot in New London. Perhaps he lived 
at Dorchester temporarily at least twice and was undecided 
about the future when he made his application at New 
London. 

His removal to the latter town occurred in 1652 or 1653. 
It seems best to reprint here several passages from the History

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of New London, Connecticut, by Frances Manwaring Caul- 
kins. The quotations within her text are matter taken by her 
from the official records and other authentic documents. All 
inclosures in brackets, except the one correcting the name 
Walter, are mine. These passages are: 

" *May 20. Water [Walter] Harries of Dorchester desires 
a house lot beyond the plot of land by John Coites. Granted.* 

Hiis house lot was at the south end of the town, toward 
Green Harbor. Additions were subsequently made to it from 
the ox pasture on the opposite side of die way, and a quantity 
of ^hideous rocks* near by were thrown in unmeasured"." 

^ *Dec. 5 [, 1653]. Goodman Harries for his son 
Gabriell hath given him sixe ackers of upland for an house 
lot ioyning next to his father*s.* 

This was doubtless a preparatory step to the marriage of 
Gabriel Harris and Elizabeth Abbot, vdiich took place at 
Guilford, March 3, 1653-4. Tradition adds to the simple 
record of the marriage many romantic incidents. It is said 
that a vessel with emigrants from England, bound to New 
Haven, put in to Pequot Harbor for a shelter in foul weather 
and anchored near the lonely dwelling of the Harris family, 
which stood upon the river side. Gabriel went off in his 
fishing boat and invited the emigrants to his father's house. 
Hie whole party accordingly landed, and a great part of the 
night was spent in feasting and hilarity. One of the emi- 
grants was a young female, to whom Gabriel was so assiduous 
and successful in his attentions, that when the company re- 
turned to the vessel they were betrothed lovers. Some, indeed, 
relate that a clergyman or magistrate was present, and the 
young couple were actually married that night But the tra- 
dition that harmonizes best with fact is, that the emigrants 
went on their way; and the young man shortly afterward new 
painted and rigged his father's pinnace and following the 
wake of the vessel through the Sound, came back merrily,

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bringing a bride and her household gear/'^^ [She adds in a 
footnote: ^The record of this marriage was communicated 
by Ralph D. Smith, Esq., of Guilford.

Walter Harris died the day this vote was taken, and 
Elderkin was chosen as his succes8or'\^* 

*^A vessel called the William and Francis, came to 
America in 1632, bringing among its passengers, Walter 
Harris, who settled in Weymouth, where he remained about 
twenty years, and then came to Pequot Harbor [that is, to 
New London]. On his first application for a house-lot, he is 
styled of Dorchester^ which makes it probable that his last 
temporary abiding place had been in that town. He had two 
sons, Gabriel and Thomas. His wife, whose maiden name 
was Mary Fry, survived him less than three months; one 
inventory and settlement of estate sufficed for both. 

The nuncupative will of Mrs. Harris will be given at large, 
omitting only the customary formula at the commencement 
It is one of the oldest wills extant in the coimtry, and is rich 
in allusions to costume and furniture. From a clause in 
this will it may be inferred that Thomas Harris had been be- 
trothed to Rebecca, daughter of Obadiah Bruen. This young 
man, according to tradition, had been sent to England to 
recover some property that had fallen to the family, and was 
supposed to have been lost at sea, as he was never heard of 
afterward. 

The last Will and Testament of Mary Harries, takoi 
from her owne mouth this 19th of Jan. 1655.

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I give to my eldest daughter, Sarah Lane, the bigest 
brass pan, and to her daughter Mary, a silver spoone. And 
to her daughter Sarah, the bigest pewter dish and one silken 
riben. Likewise I give to her daughter Mary, a pewter can- 
dlesticke. 

I give to my daughter, Mary Lawrence, my blue mohere 
peticote and my straw hatt and a fether boulster. And to 
her eldest sonne I give a silver spoone. To her second sonne 
a silver whissle. I give more to my daughter Mary, my next 
brasst pann and a thrum cushion. And to her yongest sonne 
I give a pewter bassen. 

I give to my yongest daughter, Elizabeth Weekes, a 
piece of red broad cloth, being about two yards, alsoe a 
damask livery cloth, a gold ring, a silver spoone, a fether bed 
and a boulster. Alsoe, I give to my daughter, Elizabeth, my 
best hatt, my gowne, a brass kettle, and a woolen jacket for 
her husband. Alsoe, I give to my daughter Elizabeth, thirty 
shillings, also a red whittle, a white apron and a new white 
neck-cloth. Alsoe, I give to my three daughters aforesaid, a 
quarter part to each of them, of the dyaper cloth and tenn 
shillings apeece. 

I give to my sister Migges, a red peticoat, a cloth jacket, 
a silke hud, a quoife, a cross-cloth, and a neck-cloth. 

I give to my cosen Calib Rawlyns ten shillinges. 

I give to my two cosens, Mary and Elizabeth, f f ry, each 
of them five shillings. 

I give to Mary Bamet a red stuff wascote. 

I give to my daughter, Elizabeth, my great chest. To 
my daughter, Mary, a ciffer and a white neck-cloth. To my 
sister, Hannah Rawlin, my best cross cloth. To my brother, 
Rawlin, a lased band. To my two kinswomen, Elizabeth 
Hubbard and Mary Steevens, five shillings a peece. 

I give to my brother, Migges, his three youngest children, 
two shillinges sixe pence a peece. 
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I give to my sonne Thomas, ten shillings, if he doe come 
home or be alive. 

I give to Rebekah Bruen, a pynt pott of pewter, a new 
petticoate and wascote wch she is to spin herself e; alsoe an 
old byble, and a hatt wch was my sonn Thomas his hatt. 

I give to my sonne Gabriell, my house, land, cattle and 
swine, with all other goods reall and psonall in Pequet or 
any other place, and doe make him my sole executor to this my 
wiU.

The Harris family ranked in point of comfort and ac- 
commodations with the well-toKlo portion of the community. 
They had a better supply of pewter than is foimd in many 
early inventories, and such articles of convenience as a grid- 
iron, chopping-knife, brewing tub, smoothing-iron, 'four sil- 
ver spoons and two cushions'. The house consisted of a 
front-room, lean-to, shop-room and two chambers".^* 

In footnotes Miss Calkins explains that a whittle is ^'a 
kind of short cloak" a quoife, "a cap", and a ciffer, **8ome 
kind of cap or head-dress" ; and she also states that she took 
the will from "New London Records, lib. 3". Mary and 
Elizabeth Fry were daughters of William Fry of Weymouth, 
being mentioned as such in his will. Caleb Rawlins was 
probably the brother of Thomas Rawlins, referred to in the 
portion of Fry's will quoted above (p. 4) . Meggs and Migges 
are, of course, variants of the same name. 

Walter Harris died on November 6, 1654, and his wife 
on January 24, 1655,^^ but as these dates are given in Old 
Style, she survived him more than a year. This is also con-

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finned by the fact that the inventory of the estate was taken 
on April 14 and affidavit made by Gabriel Harris on May 6, 
1656, that it was ^^a true Invt. of all the goods that was left 
by his Father, Walter Harris, and his Mother, Mary Harris, 
both Decd/'^* The estate was appraised at a little more than 
£79, 

2. Gabriel' Harris (Walter^) was perhaps bom in 
England. He was appointed ensign in the ^Train Band at 
N: London" on May 11, 1665, and was made freeman on 
October 14, 1669/* His kindness to Robert Bartlett, a near 
neighbor, was recognized by a legacy of two acres of land, 
deeded to him on December 19, 1674/® 

Confusion exists in the official Copy of the first book of 
Births, Marriages and DecAhs, of the Town of New London 
regarding the baptismal name of his wife. In recording the 
birth of a child she is four times called Mary and twice, 
Elizabeth. Samuel is entered three times: first, as bom July 
14, 1665, only the name of the father being mentioned; sec- 
ond, as bom July 14, 1666, to Gabriel and Mary; third, as 
bom July 14, 1665, to Gabriel and Elizabeth.^^ In the same 
book^^ is a list, stated to be a record found on the last page 
of the original book, giving the date of birth of children of 
Gabriel and Elizabeth, as follows:

Evidently it is not a question of two wives but of two 
names for the same wife, as John, Samuel, and Mary are 
elsewhere entered as children of Mary, and the names of 
Elizabeth, Thomas, Peter, and Joseph seem to occur only in 
the one list. Possibly the confusion was caused by attribut- 
ing the name of Gabriers mother to his wife. In any event, 
it seems best to accept the version of Miss Caulkins that he 
married Elizabeth Abbot. The same book of records speaks 
of a son Walter who was bom November 6, 1654 and died "in 
the beginning of December" of that year.^ Savage** men- 
tions also a son James, "baptized 3 Sept. 1671, probably 
died young". 

The daughter Elizabeth was married to Daniel Ray- 
mond and bore him two daughters, Elizabeth and Sarah.**^ 
Mary married Ebenezer Hubbell and "had a daughter Eliza- 
beth, bom in 1693, and a son Ebenezer, in 1695 ... The 
son Ebenezer died in 1720, probably without issue".** A 
brief accoimt of Peter and of his son of the same name is 
in the new New England Historical and Genealogical Regis- 
ter." 

Miss Caulkins gives*^ additional information about Ga- 
briel, as follows: 

"Gabriel Harris died in 1684; Elizabeth, his relict, 
August 17th, 1702. The inventory of Gabriel Harris, com- 
pared with that of his father, illustrates the rapid march of 
improvement in the plantation. The homestead, consisting of 
a new house, orchard, cider-mill and smith's shop, valued to- 
gether at £200, was assigned to Thomas, the eldest son, for 
his double portion. The inheritance of the other children, 
six in number, was £100 each. Among the wearing apparel 
are:

Thomas Harris, oldest son of Gabriel, died in Barba- 
does, June 9th, 1691, leaving an estate estimated at £927. 
His relict, Mary, (a daughter of Daniel Wetherell,) married 
George Denison, grandson of George the first, of Stonington. 
His only child, Mary, bom, November 4th, 1690, was re- 
garded as the richest heiress in the settlement. About 1712, 
she became the wife of Walter Butler". 

3. Samuel* Harris {GabrieVj Walter^) was bom July 
14, 1655, or 1666, as already explained. Hie Book of Births^ 
Marriages and Deaths, referred to above, gives on the same 
page'* consecutive entries about his birth, about his marriage 
to Elizabeth Gibson on August 5, 1687, and about the name 
and date of birth of each of their children. ThesQ children, 
with the date of birth, were: 

William, February 29, 1692 
Gibson, April 20, 1694 
Samuel, March 5, 1697 
Peter, May 9, 1699 
Ebenezer, July 6, 1703 
Elizabeth, May 7, 1690 
Lydia, August 2, 1706 

Samuel Harris died about 1725, as his wife, with Joseph 
Harris and John Griffin as securities in the sum of £2000, 
was made administratrix of his estate on March 23, 1724-5.

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The estate was inventoried at a few shillings less than £800 
and was divided among the widow, William, Samuel, Elben- 
ezer, and Lydia, but it was stated that the father had given 
away part of his property in his lifetime, which probably 
accoimts for the omission of the other children.*^ No investi- 
gation was made by me with regard to any of the children 
except Gibson, but the Copy of the second book of Births^ 
Marriages and Deaths of the Town of New London mentions*^ 
the marriage of Ebenezer Harris and ^^Lydia AUin, 
daughter of Mr. Gideon AUin of Killingsworth'\ on March 
20, 1729. 

4. Gibson* Harris {SamueP^ GabrieP^ Walter^) was 
bom April 20, 1694, as shown above. The records of New 
London contain a few references to his family, as follows: 

^Thebe the daughter of George Denison and Mary his 
wife borne March 3d 1696-7"." 

^'Gibson Harris & Phebe Denison was marryed the 12th 
day of January 1720"." 

^^George the son of Gibson Harris & Phebe his wife was 
bom the 21st of August 1720".'* [This is an error, unless 
the recorder was already beginning the year with January, 
which is unlikely. The Record of the Descendants of Capt. 
George Denison of Stonington, gives*** the date of George's 
birth as January 18, 1721.] 

^^Daniel the son of Gibson Harris and Phebe his wife 
was bom the 27th day of May 1726".'* [Earlier on the 
same page is mentioned the birth of a son Benjamin on the 
same day, an obvious error, as will be shown below.]

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Phebe Denison was descended from Elder William 
Brewster, as follows: His oldest son Jonathan had, among 
other children, a daughter Grace. She was bom November 
1, 1639, married Daniel Wetherell on August 4, 1659, and 
died at New London, April 22, 1684. Her daughter Mary 
was bom October 7, 1668, and died August 22, 1711. 
After the death of her first husband Thomas Harris (see 
above, p. 12) Mary married George Denison in 1694.'^ 

A few years after their marriage Gibson Harris and his 
wife settled on a farm near Norwich, Connecticut. The 
earliest record, known to me, pertaining to this change of 
abode is a deed, dated December 25, 1723, from Daniel 
Tracy of Norwich to Gibson Harris of New London, con- 
veying forty acres.** The removal to Norwich probably took 
place within the next two or three years. At the time of his 
death Gibson owned 161^ acres at Norwich and still had 
36 acres at New London, with an interest in a house. 

The larger part of his land was, however, in another 
part of the state of Connecticut. The Proprietor's Book, kept 
at Falls Village, Litchfield County, recites**^ an act of October 
13, 1737, ordering the sale and settlement of all the town- 
ships in the western lands and ^^among other things it is 
enacted that the Northwest town in said land bounding west 
by Howsatonick River shall be vendued and sold at the 
court house in New London to the highest bidder being 
inhabitance of this county''. It also states that on January 
4, 1737-8, Gibson Harris "of Norwich in the coimty of New 
London" bought for £140 one share, a share to consist of 
one fifty-third of the land not already occupied. This was the 
beginning of his acquisition of land in the present Litchfield 
County. His purchases there amounted eventually to 458 
acres and a fraction, as shown in the inventory of his estate. 
Most of this land was situated on what several deeds then

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and later call the ^^great mountain'' in the town (ship) of 
Canaan. This ^^great mountain", now called ^^Canaan moun- 
tain" is in the northwest comer of the state between Falls 
Village and Norfolk. 

His actual residence to the time of his death was, how- 
ever, his farm near Norwich in the present town (ship) of 
Bozrah, called earlier New Concord. In May, 1739, he was 
appointed ^^Lieutenant of the sixth company or trainband 
in the town of Norwich".*** In the records there is an entry** 
made by Isaac Huntington, Town Clerk, ^^at the desire of 
Gibson Harris, Feby 3d 1735-6", concerning *'the names 
and ages of the children of Gibson Harris and his wife 
Phebe". The names and dates of birth were: 

Daniel, May 27, 1726 
Phebe, May 3, 1728 
Ann, October 17, 1730 
Mary, October 27, 1732 
Elizabeth, November 1, 1734 

This list includes only the children bom up to its date 
after the removal to Norwich, with the possible exception of 
Daniel, who is also mentioned in the New London records. 
Reference has already been made to George. Another son, 
Benjamin, appears neither i;i this list nor in the records 
at New London. The Hyde Genealogy is silent about the 
other children but states that Benjamin was bom July 23, 
1724, and married Ann Waterman June 28, 1749." The 
Denison Genealogy has him bom July 7, 1724. It mentions 
also George and Benjamin, and all of the list above, though 
with some discrepancies in the dates, and adds Joshua, bom 
February 26, 1722.** Joshua and Ann probably died before

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their father, as they received no share in his estate. Neither 
genealogy mentions Ebenezer, bom after the date of thef list. 

Gibson Harris must have died in 1761, as Us wife 
Phebe and son George were made on July 21 of that year 
administrators of his estate, which amounted to a little more 
than £2031. On November 20, 1761, the administrators 
filed^ an inventory of the estate together with ^^an agreement 
made & contained between us the children and co-Heirs of 
our Honoured Father, Mr. Gibson Harris, late of Norwich, 
deceased, respecting the dividing the estate of said deceased 
among us''. The heirs, in addition to the widow, were the 
four sons, George, Benjamin, Daniel, and Elbenezer, this 
being the order of their ages as set forth in the document, 
and three daughters, Phebe, wife of Jabez Hou^ Anne, 
wife of Joseph Babcock, and Elizabeth, wife of Amos Wals- 
worth. George and Benjamin received land in Norwich only; 
Elbenezer, in Canaan only ; the others, in both places. 

Daniel and Benjamin both had dwellings on land 
owned by their father, as shown in the settlement of the 
estate. In deeds among the heirs, at varying dates, Daniel 
is described as being of Norwich; the Walsworths, first of 
Norwich and then of ^^Bamardton in the State of Massa- 
chusets Bay; the Babcocks, of ^^Hopkinston, Kings Co., 
Rhode Island"; the Houghs, of New London, though they 
seem to have afterwards lived on their farm near Norwich.^" 

George received as his portion of the real estate the 
forty acres bought of Daniel Tracy, on which stood ^Hhe 
dwelling house, bam and orchard'' of his father and three 
acres adjoining. He mortgaged his homestead to his 
brothers-in4aw, Daniel and William Hubbard, on March 
9, 1765, and sold it to William Cardwell on June 26, ITTQ.** 
The baptismal name of his wife seems to have been Sarah. 
Even before the date of this sale he was probably living in

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New Hampshire. Coolidge and Mansfield^^ say: ^^Canaan, 
in the southern part of Grafton county, forty miles from 
Concord, was granted July 9, 1761, to sixty-two persons, 
most of whom belonged to Connecticut, and from Canaan 
in that state the name was derived. The settlement was 
permanently established during the winter of 1766 or 1767 
by John Scofield . . . George Harris, Thomas Miner . . . 
were among the early inhabitants. The proprietors held 
their first meeting, July 19, 1768.'' 

A descendant of George Harris still possesses a sheet 
of paper, handed down in the family for two or three 
generations, imdated and unsigned, but pretty certainly com- 
piled by Hubbard Harris, Jr., or his son Hubbard. The 
portion pertinent here nms: ^^Gibson Harris who was the 
father of George Harris who emigrated to New Hampshire, 
from Bozra Connecticut about the year 1777. He was one 
of the original proprietors of the town, to which they gave 
the name, Canaan. He died in the year 1790 aged 72 and 
was buried in the Cemetery, called the ^Cobble' in said 
Canaan.'' 

^^Hubbard Harris, third son of George Harris was bom 
in Connecticut, December 31, A. D. 1769, and died at his 
residence in Canaan, N. H., October 19th, 1845, leaving three 
sons, Hubbard Harris, Jr., George Harris, Dexter Harris, and 
one daughter Eliza Harris. Hubbard Harris Jr. was bom 
in said Canaan, November 27th, 1794. Hubbard D. Harris, 
son of Hubbard Harris Jr., was bora January 16th, 1821, in 
Boston, Mass.'' 

5. Ebenezer*^ Harris {Gibson^, Samuel^ ^ Gabriel^ y 
Walter^) was bom November 21, 1738, and died March 13, 
1823, as shown by the entry in the family Bible of his son 
Gibson. He received as his share of his father's real estate, 
*Two Hundred & Seventy Eight acres & three quarters of 
land, lying & being in Canaan in the county of Litchfield &

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G>lony of Connecticut, lying on the Great Mountain*^ ac- 
cording to the agreement of the heirs, cited above. Subse- 
quently he bought the shares of the other heirs, in Canaan, 
and increased his holdings by other purchases. It is not 
definitely known when he took up his permanent residenoe 
there, but he is mentioned, in the records at Falls Village, 
as being of Canaan in a deed to him by Benjamin Cowls of 
Canaan, dated September 5, 1764, though he is said to be of 
Norwich in a deed tp him by his sister Elizab^ and her 
husband, dated April 5, 1765.^^ It is altogether probable 
that he was farming the land in Canaan before his father's 
death and so received his portion of the real estate there. 

The entry in the Bible of his son Gibson also states that 
he married Abigail Bumham on October 21, 1779, and that 
she was bom June 18, 1756, and died January 5, 1834. 
On a vacant leaf of an old cook book, long preserved in the 
family, were given the dates mentioned above for the death 
of Elbenezer and of Abigail and of their marriage, and also 
the names of their children with the dates of their birth, as 
follows: 

Elbenezer, August 10, 1780 

William, March 12, 1782 

Nancy, April 21, 1784 

Miriam, Jime 12, 1786 

Sylvia, September 4, 1788 

Gibson, March 7, 1791 

Melinda, August 27, 1793

To this was added the conmient that William died December 
3, 1838. 

The date given for Gibson^s birth agrees with the eatxy 
in his own Bible; that for Ebenezer, Jr., was confirmed, from 
some other source, by one of his grandsons; descendants of

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Miriam, however, had June 11, 1786, as the date of her 
hirth. The time of Ebenezer's death is further verified by 
the inscription on his gravestone and by a letter, still in 
existence, from his son George to his son Gibson, in which 
it is stated to have occurred "between the hours of twelve 
and one'^ that is, in the early morning of March 13, 1823. 
Another letter from George to Gibson establishes the date 
of the death of their mother Abigail as January 5, 1834, 
in agreement with the entry in the cook book but not with 
the inscription on her gravestone, which says January 6. 

There is a family tradition that Ebenezer was a wid- 
ower when he married Abigail. It is certain, however, that 
no children by a previous marriage shared in his estate. At 
the time of my first visit to the farm of Ebenezer it was 
owned by Elisha B. Gillette, a grandson, who was bom in 
1829 on the "great mountain'' and had always lived there. 
He told me that he was called Elisha Bumham after his 
mother's uncle. Another grandson bore the name of Henry 
Bumham Harris. It has so far been impossible to trace 
with certainty the descent of Abigail Bumham, but at the 
time of her marriage she lived in or near Deerfield, Massa- 
chusetts. Elisha B. Gillette, who was the son of Nancy, re- 
membered that his mother told him of visits to Deerfield, 
and that a Mr. Barnes, who knew Melinda and George Harris 
and had heard them tell about their parents, reported that 
Ebenezer used to go to Deerfield to buy or sell horses. It 
is possible, of course, that Abigail had also previously mar- 
ried, but her maiden name was certainly Bumham. 

On his deathbed Ebenezer disposed of his property in 
the presence of witnesses. The children were to receive 
varying portions, based evidently on what they had already 
received and what they had done at home. The widow was 
to have for life one-third of the estate, the value of which 
was not given. The will was set aside on the ground that 
Ebenezer had not signed it. These facts and also a copy of 
the will are set forth in a letter from George to Gibson. The 
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heirs seem to have divided the property afterwards in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of their father. Nearly all of the 
shares were eventually purchased by the youngest son, 
George. Deeds to him from several of the heirs are in my 
possession, including the one from Gibson. It is dated 
January 28, 1829, and was duly recorded." It conveys about 
forty acres of land ^^on the Great mountain'\ beginning at 
^^a comer of land distributed to Miriam Harrison from the 
estate of our late Father Ebenezer Harris . . . being the 
same land distributed to me from my father's estate^'. 
George's farm was bought a number of years afterwards by 
Elisha B. Gillette. A few years ago it passed entirely out 
of the hands of the family. 

The farm is near the top of the "mountain". Accord- 
ing to the government's topographical map the house is at an 
elevation between 1500 and 1600 feet above? the sea. Prob- 
ably it was built about the time of Ebenezer's marriage, 
though the present owner has the date 1786 on it. The house 
is well preserved. According to Elisha B. Gillette it had 
undergone no essential change since its first erection. Near 
by is a smaller house, also well preserved, built by Ebenezer, 
Jr., at the time of his marriage. Within sight, perhaps a 
mile distant, lies Wangum Lake, which serves as a reservoir 
for the water supply of Norfolk. The "moimtain" is now 
almost depopulated. Not far from the house is the little 
community burial ground. The gravestones of Ebenezer and 
his wife were still quite legible at the time of my last visit 
there in 1919, and bear the inscriptions:

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He is also styled captain in his will, and the family 
tradition has it that he was promoted to that rank in the 
Revolutionary War. Elisha B. Gillette remembered seeing in 
his youth Ebenezer's uniform and accoutrement, but the offi- 
cial records seem not to mention his appointment to the rank 
of captain. He was, however, made ^^Ensign of the 13th com- 
pany or trainband in the 14th regiment'' as early as April, 
1775, this regiment being made up from the towns of Corn- 
wall, Sharon, Salisbury, Canaan, and Norfolk.'^^ Its colonel 
at that time was Charles Burrall, who was a resident of 
Canaan. Very little has appeared in print about the serv- 
ices in the Revolution of this regiment of Connecticut militia, 
and Ebenezer may have been promoted to a captaincy. 

The records of old Canaan township, now kept at Falls 
Village, contain, in addition to entries of deeds and surveys, 
a few references to Ebenezer of more personal character. 
Thus, at a town meeting on December 25, 1780, he was 
appointed member of ^^a committee to class the Town to fill 
up the continental army agreeable to a late act of Asembly". 
He was made one of the surveyors of highways on December 
11, 1780. The clerk certified on August 9, 1784, "that 
Ebenezer Harris hath joined himself to the Strict Congre- 
gational Meeting in Canaan and doth help to maintain and 
support the same." 

Two of his daughters, Sylvu and Melinda, were never 
married. Abigail married Abiram North and lived in 
Albany, New York. Their family is said to be extinct. 
George married Eleanor Lowry and died December 20, 
1870, without issue. He was a man of considerable wealth 
for a rural community and left his property to be distributed 
among his nephews and nieces. 

Ebenezer, Jr., married Lucy Lawrence, October 7, 
1799, and first lived near his father but removed afterwards 
to Harrisville, a diminutive hamlet, not far from Lodi, in 
Medina County, Ohio. He was both farmer and merchant.

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A letter, still in existaice, dated April 11, 1829, gave to his 
brother William, from whom he had not heard in fifteen 
years, information about his family. Two diildren, Adelia 
and Dewitt Clinton, had died in 1822. The death of his 
wife Lucy, which seems to have occurred about 1827, was 
also mentioned. Seven children were then living, Henry 
Bumham, Flavia, Althea, William, Lucius, Edwin, and Julia, 
the first three of whom were married. He had taken Pamelia 
Vosberg, ^^residing in Mass.", as his second wife on October 
28, 1828. A few years later he removed, with part of his 
family, to Princeton, Illinois. His grandson, H. E. Bacon, 
of Princ^on, the son of Julia, who married Amos Bacon, 
informed me that Ebenezer's removal to Princeton occurred 
in 1839, that the diildren of his second marriage were 
Louisa and Vosberg, and that he died July 4, 1848, and his 
wife Pamelia about two years later. There are numerous 
descendants of Ebenezer living, but they are widely dis- 
persed, and information about them is lacking. 

William was a surveyor and did much professional 
work in Indiana and Ohio, attested by many maps formerly 
in the house of his brother Gibson. He settled finally at 
Hindostan, an extinct village of Martin County, Indiana, 
where he died December 3, 1838. The family name of his 
wife was Shelmire. She bore him only one child, Bedford, 
who died in early manhood, unmarried. 

Nancy married Joseph P. Gillette. (The name is also 
spelled Gillett by members of the family.) They lived on 
their farm on the "mountain". She died April 6, 1861. 
He was bom in 1783 and died December 9, 1855. These 
dates and the information about the children were given me 
by her son Elisha. These children were:

II. Sylvia, A., bom January 2, 1810, died in Pitts- 
field, Fdjmary 29, 1892, unmarried.

VI. Gibson H., bom October 13, 1825, married 
Frances Abels, died March 7, 1914, on his farm 
near Lime Rock. 

VII. George W., bom October 8, 1826, died in Canaan, 
September 9, 1869, unmarried. 

VIII. Elisha B., bom September 27, 1829, married 
Sarah Abels. The last few years of his life, after 
the sale of his farm on the ^^mountain", were 
spent in Falls Village, where he died June 6, 
1913. 

Miriam married Asahel Harrison of Litchfield Farms 
on April 20, 1808. He died March 31, 1823, and she, 
March 31, 1868. George Harris wrote to his brother Gibson 
shortly after AsaheFs death and said that he had left their 
sister Miriam with ^^five little ones ... in tolerably good 
circumstances as regards property''. No information has 
come to me of three of these children. A daughter, Almira, 
seems to have died unmarried. Another daughter, Melinda, 
bom August 23, 1820, married Daniel W. Wagner and 
died August 12, 1917, in West Haven, Connecticut, having 
almost rounded out her ninety-seventh year. She was bom 
more than three years before the death of her grandfather 
Ebenezer and was in agreement with the statements, men- 
tioned above, made by Elisha B. Gillette. She also gave me 
the dates of Miriam's marriage and death. Mrs. Wagner's 
daughter Estelle, widow of James Graham, survived her, and 
also a grandson, Harrison G. Wagner, whose father, S. Har- 
rison Wagner, died about 1912. 
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6. Gibson** Harris {Ebenezer\ Gibson\ SamueP, 
Gabriel^ 9 Walter^) who was bom March 7, 1791, seems, 
from an allusion in a later letter of his brother George, to 
have left home about 1814. He was certainly at Vincennes, 
Indiana, as early as 1817, on the evidence of a letter to 
him from his brother William from Cincinnati under date of 
September 18, 1817. The opening sentences of the letter 
are: "I arrived here a few days ago from running the State 
line. I have had a very tedious trip & and have seen more 
swamps than I ever saw in my life before. It will be some 
time before I can come to Vincennes'*. Gibson is said to 
have assisted his brother in his professional work. It could 
not have been for very long, however, as he presently 
removed to Albion, Illinois. 

In the year 1817 Morris Birbeck and George Flower, 
both of England, bought a block of land in Edwards County, 
Illinois, and founded an English settlement, of which 
Albion, now the county seat, became the center. Consider- 
able literature about this new community is still acces- 
sible. Just when Gibson Harris went to Albion is unkno¥m, 
but it must have been in the first years of the settlement, 
certainly before 1823, as letters in existence show. He was 
engaged in general merchandising and acquired a consider- 
able fortune for a pioneer. His house in Albion is occupied 
by a grandson. Unlike his father, he helped to ^^maintain 
and support'' the Episcopal Church. He married Elizabeth 
Woods in October, 1826. She was bom at Whitley, Surrey 
Coimty, England, on March 1, 1804. Her father John Woods 
arrived at Albion in September, 1819, and presently wrote 
a book, entitled Two Years* Residence in the Settlement on 
the English Pr€Urie in the Illinois Country^ United States^ 
which was published at London in 1822 and republished in 
1904 in Volume 10 of Thwaites' Early Western Travels, 
1748 - 1846. He removed to Shawneetown afterwards and 
died there September 9, 1831. 
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Gibson Harris died December 5, 1847, and his wife, 
September 9, 1864. Their diildren, all sons, were Gibson 
William, George, Chester, Francis, John (bom August 25, 
1835, died February 10, 1850), Levinus, Lucius, Morris, 
and Bedford Ebenezer. 

7. A short account of each of the sons of Gibson 
Harris, with the exception of John, who died in boyhood, 
will be found in the paragraphs following, accompanied by 
lists, with brief data, of all their children and grandchildren, 
thus carrying the descent of this line of the family through 
the ninth generation: 

1. Gibson Willum Harris, bom January 21, 1828, was 
for many years in business in Cincinnati but went later 
to Holly Hill, Florida, where he died December 5, 
1911.

Military or naval service is not mentioned after the 
seventh generation, though the ninth furnished its quota in 
the recent World's War. The record of the eighth and ninth 
generations gives one more illustration of the fact that 
the migratory instinct of our people is far from extinct 
Gibson Harris went from Connecticut to the frontier. His 
sons, in part, left the new home in Illinois. His grandchild- 
ren and great-grandchildren are scattered from New York 
to Califomia and from Illinois to Florida and Mexico. 
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
